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the course of each year periodical estimates of the area and yield of certain 
■** crops are compiled in the Commercial Intelligence Department from local 
returns and issued by the Government of India. 

Tlio general practice is to issne a preliminaiy forecast, a second estimate, 
and a third (and final) estimate, fuller and more precise than the first two, but 
. for both cotton and sesamum, of -whioh there are early and late varieties, four 
reports are issued. Tho summaries in the present imblication are a condensation 
■u*ith corrections of tho final estimates, presenting in a oonnected and convenient 
form a record of the conditions of the season as reported at the time from each 
> province. 

Pollowing the summaries is a set of tables, abstracted from those appended 
io ike final estimates, and in these are stated the area sorrn and the estimated 
yield of tho crops. Tho estimates arc not made for the whole of India and they 
are necessarily', in the most favourable circumstances, only approximations to tho 
truth. ThjB very complete agricultural records in most of the provinces in con- 
nection wifh the assessment of the land revenue render it possible in many 
oases to state with great exactness the area sown with each crop ; but an equally 
important factor in determining the outturn, namely, the average yield per 
‘aore, has to bo estimated, and exactness can bo obtained only by tho most careful 
considoratiou of tlic classes of soil, thc*melhods of cultivation, and tho oliraatio 
conclitions which depend mainly on tho quantity and timeliness of the rainfall 
in every part of the reporting areas. Tlie quantitative estimates ore thus often 
imperfect and they have generally hocn too low. Tho attention recently paid to 
'the estimates of tho cotton and wheat crops showed that some of the estimates 
relating to past yearn wero o.xtromoly defective, hut moasuros have hcon taken 
which appear already to have otTectod a substantial improvement. Tho 
revision of the cstimates.which was attempted has however boon only partially 
successful, for the reason that there are largo xmregislcrcd mWoraonts of 
cotton across provincial boundaries by road, while the inforroation from some 
o£ iljc Native States is dofectiyo and tho internal consumption other than that 
in mills defies accurate oompalation. IS view of the carrying over of stocks 
from one year to another it Is interesting to calculate the averages on the 
frgrtres given at <pagc ’42. Estimates of area and production are now received 
from various areas nhich were formerly' uurepor led; hut figures for tho 
ccmlndari and “ whelo inam ’* areas in Madras aro still lacking. 

Attention hasmlso been paid to tho improvomoht of (ho juto forecasts, and 
the yield for past years, from 159C to 1004, hhs been corrected by the statistics 
of, exports and consumptiod, but the estimates of the area cultivated aro 
based on data, which are still uncertain although they have recently been' 
improved. Next to those for cotton and jute tho estimates of aorcago are most 
comploto in respeefc/of wheat, and the only vvheat-growing' areas of any 
5mj)ortanoe for which foreonsts have not been obtained, aro tho Native States 
of ihc Panjah. Por the other orops, however, the b.sti mates of area apply only 
to tho specified regions where those crops are largely grown, and hoi* to ''the^ 
whole of, India. Thus, thc^rico estimates rolaic'only io Bengal, Eastern^ 

• Bengal and As?am, Lower "Burma, and Madras,' and those fop sitga wane 40 . 
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Bengal* Eastern Bengal and Assam, Madras, the United Provinces, the Panjab, 
and the North- West Pxontier, Again, for the reporting territories the estimates 
are sometimes imperfect, for, with some exceptions, those tracts have heen^xclud- 
ed which have not been accnrately surveyed or are held undesr privileged temwes, 
g rid henco do not possess the regular establishments maintained elsewhere lor 
reporting the area placed under each crop. The most serious omission from"' 
this cause is in the figures for Madras, which is a large producer of rice, cotton, 
sesamum, and indigo, but which has hitherto made forecasts only for the 
Government villages or about tivo-thirds of the area of the British districts. 
The Feudatory States within jirovincial houndaries are also generally omitted 
from the forecasts of all the provinces except Bombay and Sind. But for these 
omissions and a certain element of uncertainty in regard to crops which are 
grown conjointly or interspersed in the same field, the estimates of area 
relating to the Panjah, the United Provinces, the Central Provinces, Berar, ' 
and Madras may be regarded as fairly exact. The s^tistics for the British 
districts of Bombay are also very correct, but in this' pubHoation they are 
combined with the more conjectural figm’es of the provincial Feudatory States 
in which a large proportion of the cotton, oilseeds, and wheat is grown. The 
statistics of area for Bengal and Eastern Bengal which relate to nearly the whole 
of the cultivated portion of the province, omitting unimportant Feudatory States, 
are also conjectural since they consist of estimates wliich are founded on 
information of varying degrees of accuracy and which have been verified "by 
cadastral survey in respect of only about 31 per cent for Bengal and 10 per 

cent for I'astern Bengal. * t * 

The statistics for the State of Hyderabad and the numerous States in the 

Central India and Eajputana Agencies rest on data similar to those of British 
India, and like them mostly’- refer to tracts in which there exists a reporting 
agency not equal in efficiency to that of the neighboxu*mg,Briti8h Provinces. 
Estimates are also iucludod for some of the reTcnuc-free lands held on privi- 
leged tenures.

SUMMARY OF THE CONDITIONS of the SEASON 

FROM 1893=93 TO 1906-07 


RI0£ . 

In Bengal the autumn rainfall was general and faToninblci induoing extended cultivation. 
In Modrasaleo the reason was favourable and the condition of the crop good until 
November when the rains failed in places. 

In Burma oondilions wore good everywhere. 


Throughout Bengal there was abnormally heavy rain, with destruotivo floods in east 
Bengal and parts of north Bihar; but on the whole the seafon was very fevonrable for winter 
and not unfavourable for autumn rice. 

In Madras the season was generally favourable for sowings, and though the rains of tlia 
nutnmn and winter injured the crop in some places, the jield was threo-fonrtha of a Ml average, 
. In Burma the season was favouiable. * ® 


Over the greater paft of Bengal the late r.am8 wore favourable to winter rice which gave 
a bettor crop than had been known for some years. For the autumn rice the season was iu the 
main favourable. , 

In Madras the soatli*wcsfc monsoon was late and the rainfall generally parti.al and insuiE- 
cient, but in the Nortbom, Central, and Deccan districts, and in Tanjoro and Trichinopolv tho 
crop w!»s on the whole good. Blsowhoro tho unfavourable character of tiro norlb'e.ast monsoon 
affected tho crop. 

Di Burma the' crop suffered somewhat from insuffioient rain. 


Tho season in Bengal up te September was on the whole fovourablo, though rain was 
defloient in some distncts. Tho deficiency was marked in September and October over Wa 
areas, and thoro wjrs practrcally no ram iu November. ' ° 

In Miadrastho crop generally was fair, though in some places, in consequence of the 
failure of the early rams, the yield was small. Tho crop was also affected in Godavari and 
Kistna by floods, 

,In Burma the kfe rains were unequally distributed, but tho yield, owing to the Inreer 
area sown, was eatisfactory, , * » ®

; III Bongd tho season was vory unfevourable, the early w-ithdrawal of tho mousoow 
benoualy affecting the crop. A little good was done by rain in February, but there was an 
extenave failure of tho crop, with famine, over largo areas, especially in ’iJibar ' 

In Madras tho crop wae generally reported to vary from fair to good,' except m Ganiam' 
and Vmagaprnam where large areas flomplotely failed, and in the Deccan districts whore tC 
was only a half crop. In these liacts fnimno proVailed. Conditions wore butter m Zl 
‘feouthei'n districts. ... ^ ‘ ^00 

In Burma the season was fovourablo and tho orop’cxcellouL’ '« 

' An ^enbl the anxiety of the peojilq to augment their, reduced stogies of food indivi' 
snl^gite -Autumn ^er extenave area., fopion-ediblp and a good sSn 
fo^ tills crop waA'folIpwcd by a still hiiinrm for tho great winter rioo cron. ^ ” 
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Tn Madras an extended area was sown, the increase being attributed to tbe heavy rainfall 
of the south-west monsoon. The, conditions were* on the whole sufficieirfly good, though 
qualified by the failure of the north-east monsoon, to produce a fair yield. 

’ In Burma the conditions of the season were uniformly favourable. 


Tti Bengal the season was in the main favourable, and an extended area was placed 
under both autumn and winter rice, 'iliough injury^ was done by floods in September in 
north Bihar it was confined to comparatively small area«, and the heavy rain benefited the 
crop beyond the submerged tracts and on high lands. 

^In Madras the rainfall was deficient in the northern districts and the Deccan, and 
cscessive in the southern part of the Caruatio. 

In Burma some injury was done to the crop by the foilure of the rains towards the end 
of the season. ' 


In Bengal the season was generally unfavourable to the autumn rice, the rainfall being 
excessive in June, July, aud ^August, &nd below the average in the following months. In 
some districts also the autumn rice was injured by inseota. The season was not, 'however, so 
unfavourable for the winter rice carop, which is far more important than the other. 

In Madras heavy rain in September and October enabled the cultivators to plant rice 
freely, but the season, did not^ oontinue to be favourable for a good yield, especially in the 
Deccan, Carnatic, and sonthern districts. 

In Burma the season was good and the crop largo. 


In Bengal the season was on the whole not favonrablo for autumn rice, the rainfall being 
on the whole deficient and capricioiisly distributed. Bor the winter rice also the season was 
not &vonrab 1 e, and the absence of rain at the time for sowing and transplanting led ' to a 
decline in the area sown. 

In Madras the season was not unfavourable abd tho crop was generally satisfactory. 

Tn Burma the crop was grown in normal conditions. 


In Bengal tho season was not entirely favourable for the autumn rice. From April to 
August the rainfall was unevenly distributed, and in Jnly it was deficient almost everywhere. 
General and copious rain fell in September, but in October the rains ceased abruptly. . For the 
winter rice tho season was more unfavourable. The abrupt termination of tho^monsoon in Sep- 
tember, for there was very little general rain in October, ^d great injury to the crop, and in 
all tho Bihar districts, where tho lainfall in June was also very deficient,* it was a faUurc. The 
..weather was scasonahlo during tiausplautation which led to aU increase in the area sown. ‘ 

In Madias the season was not so favourable for early planting as in 1900, but ©wins to 
good supplies of water from the irrigation works and generally good rain in August and Sep- 
tember an area about equal to the average yielded a crop) xathcr more than the average of recent 
years. 

In Burma conditions were favourable. Bain fell at the end of tho first week in 
February, but the crop, wlnoh was greatly in excess of tho average, was hut very slightly 
Injxued. 


In Bengal the season was not quite favourable for the autumn rice. The ante-monsoon 
showers were abnormally lieavy, and the monsoon raii^Call which came somewhat late was 
unevenly distributed. October was abnormally dry and November was literally ..rainless. For 
the winter rice tho season, though capricious, was not unfavourable. The weather was 
seasonable during transplantation. And had it not been for the deficiency of tho.Ootober rams, 
the crop would have been much above tho average. i < ,T 

In Madras, there was an increase in the aica sown chiefly in Cuddapah, Clnnglopnt, and 
North Arcot, owing to the favourable character of the season. The condition of the ciop was 
genetally good. ^ . 

In Burma floods caused damage in Tbarawadj' and Thongwa and a decrease m cultivation 
In-Benzada.*. In Myanngmya tho fallow area was largo owing to cattle disease and sicknegB. 
among the cultivators, and in Fromc owing to untimely rainfall 5 otherwise prospects were . 
bright. 


Tn Bengal the season was generally unfavourable for tho autumn rice owing to a defioient 
rainfall in the early part of the season and heavy falls at and after tho harvest. For the 
season was not altogether fovonrable, for although '’general and abundant 
mnraU was received at the latter part of the season, the dofecr at the beginning and, except in 
Urissa and North Bengd, in tho total fall of the season affected not only the area sown, but 
also the growth of the plants. , ' ' ,, . 

In Madras an extended area was sown hwinsr to good and timely rainfall. The oondition 
of the crop was reported to be fair, . ^ - 
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In Burma prospects were very favourable, though slight damage had been caused by rain 
in some districts, ‘The quality of the new grain was reported to be esioellont. 


In Bengal the rainfall was unseasonable and ill-distribntedj and in many parts of Bihar 
heavy rain and floods did considerable damage to the autumn rice. For the winter rice also 
the season w.as nota favourable onoj though sowings were over a larger area than in the 
preceding year. The crop suffered from drought fiom the middle of September, but in Bihar 
it was to a great extent saved hy good Jain in the latter part of October.^ A flood in Eastern 
Bengal in November did considerable damage to the standing crop, while the rest of the 
province continued to suffer from the drought. 

In Madras a restricted area was sown owing to the failure of the raius ; and the crop 
ndtlicred in parts from want of moisture. 

In Burma the sowing rains were seasonable and sufficiontj and consequently an extended 
area was sown. Thociop, however, suffered in places from floods and high ainds, and in 
consequence of the unfavomable break in the rains during October the grain threshed out light 
in several distriots. 


In Bengal rainfall was ill-distributed. Heavy rain and consequent floods damaged both 
the autnmn and the winter erops. in North Bihar and Eastern Bengal, especially in the deltaic 
disit icts; while dciicicnoy of rain affected the crops in Orissa and Ghola Nagpur. 

In Madras rainfall was timely, and the condition of the crop was reported to he fair 
to good. 

In Burma .a considerable area was destroyed hy floods. Except in the flooded areas condi- 
tions wore generally favoumble. 


In Bengal sowings of autumn lice were late, as the whole of April and the early portion 
of May were very dry, and the rainfall continued insufficient in the B trdwan and Oiissa 
Di^76ions. On tho other band Bibar was visited by disastions floods ; and several districts 
of Bengal similarly suffered more or less severely. In Chota Nagpur alone were prospects 
satisfactory. Elsewhere tho season was decidedly unfavourable. Fm* tho winter crop alto 
tho season on. the whole was an unfavourable one, owing to unseasonable rainfall and damage 
cansed by heavy floods, particularly in North Bihar. 

' In Ea-tern Bengal and Assam the season was charaotsrised by floods and was Ihcrofoie 
unfavourable to atilurau lioc. For the winter crop the season was favourable, as the floods 
subsided in time to allow of fresh liansplautation in many fields where the crop had been 
washed out, and KubECqueUt weather conditions wore good. 

In Madras rainfall w.is scaEonablc, and tho crop was rcporlcd to be geuomlly fair to 
. good. 

- In Burma rains commenced somewhat late and were generally below the average. Middle 
rains were scanty. Conditions, however, turned out to bo gencrolly salisfactoiy owing to 
beneficial later rains. 


- WHEAT 

In thoFanjab tlio season -was favourable, and continued mins in llic winter months 
oi)conr:iged cxtcnEivc sowings and improved prospects. 

In the _ United Frovinces the monsoon rain, scanty in ilic beginning, was excessive and 
continnous in August and September, but fine weathca: then supervened and wns favourable to 
germination, Tho wintOr rams bonofiled tho crop, espociolly on unirTig.atcd land. ‘ 

In Bengal the Fcason was .unfavourable owing to deficient rain at sowing time, but tho 
winter rains wore beneficial except in north Bniar^ though excessive min in February and 
March injured tho crop. * 

In the Central Provinces rain dn Ootohot was favourable on tho whole, though oscessivo 
in Nagpur. Tlie crop was greatly injured hy rust. . ^ ‘ , 

In Boiar the season was favomublo. Tho monsoon arrived late and this fact encouraged 
•■^abwings of wheat, though excessive min in October intemiptcd sowings in places. Thciidi> ' 
' suffered from blight in January and from stormy weather in March. > 

^ In Bombay iholato rain was snflloicni in Gujarat, conditions w^oro favoumhle to e.xton(led . 
.cultivation in the Ucocan and the -Karndtak, and seasonable rain and snflioient' inundation 
encouraged sowings in Sind. ’ ‘ , ‘

In tbo Fanjab tbo feo’son was very favourable., The winter rains were copious and most 
reasonable, though the crop was injured by rust in places, ospccially on low-lping lands. 

' Itt. the United Provinces the monsoon set , in uuuvually early and rain W'a'j'exoo'ssivc and 
optiuuflus fmm Inly to October. Dry weather continued to the end of JDecomber, and rain 
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in January and February wan generally bonefioialj but the crop wa*: greatly injarcd by liigh 

winds and also the early rains wore eseesgive, but prolonged drought afterwards, and the 
absence of tlw winter rains until February, Bcriously affected the crop. Prospects were farther 
impaired by wet and cloudy weather late in the season. 

In the Central Provinces sowings in Nagpur wore greatly restricted in consequence of the 

losses from rust in 1893-98. ^ . , , , . 

In Berar the season was good, thongn it vaned considerably in different districts, the 
rainfall in some being cscesaive. 

In Bombay the monsoon inlnfall Was csccssiro for hharif sowings and the area left 
unsown was utilized for wheat in the eastern Deccan. SuQioiont late rain onoouragcd sowings 
in the Kamatak, but elsewhere wheat was replaced by^ cotton and oilseeds. In Sind the 
absence of rain and consequent insaffioiont inundation restricted sowings. 


In the Panjab the monsoon rain was excessive and floods ensned in the central disfelots, 
but the monsoon ceased early, and the winter rain wiis sufficient. The liarvest was excellent. 

In the United Provinces the continuance of oxcossivoly heavy lain, especially in the 
central and eastern districts, caused a slight contractiou in the area soma. Wet and cloudy 
weather and strong winds oonBidcrnbly aCfeatcd the crop and shtivellod tbo grain. 

In Bengal, in coaseqacnco of the late arrival of the moUBOon tain, the area sown was 
restricted, and the crop was seriously affected by prolonged drought from November to the 
middle of lannary. 

In the Cential Prmrinccs the area was greatly contiactcd, the crop suffered severely from 
heavy lam at tho time of sowing, and o.xcessivo moisluro favoured the spread of fungoid 
disease in many districts. ' 

In Berar, owing to heavy rain at the ilmo of sowing, tho season was not so favonrahle 
and rnst was common. 

In Bombay and Sind the sc.'ison was on the whole favourable, and the yield satisfactory, 
although tho crop suffered from cloudy weather, rust, and frost. 

In Hyderabad heavy raiu late in tho season redneed tho yield. 


In tho Panjab the monsoon rains were scanty and ceaBcd early, Iho winter rains were a 
failure, and disaster was averted only by n general fall in tho end of Januory and the begin* 
ning of Fobmaiy. .^t sowing time no useful rain fell in any district, and the area sown was 
greatly lestricted in unirrigated iiacts dependent entirely on the lainfall; in irrigated tr-acts, 
however, tboro was a considerable increase. Tbo season continued very unfnvoutahlc for land 
dependent on rain. 

In tho United Pronneos tho chamclcr of tho season was almo.et exactly like that in tho 
Panjab, hut tho rain of January and February did not extend beyond Meerut and Eohilkband 
and |iatt of Agra { nor was it sufficient where it fell to lumoro tho effect of the prolonged 
drought over any great area. 

In* Bengal also the autumn rains ceased early and tho uuntcr rains failed. 

In the Central Provinces and Berar the monsoon rains came to an early and abrupt 
termination ns elsewhere. Tho coniUtions were unfavourable at sowing time and became worse 
later, with the result that a defleient crop was taken from a contracted area.’ 

In Bombay and Sind tho season was on the whole unfavourable, owing gonoially to the 
causes arbioU affected tho other provinces. Tlio area and yield avero both veiy uafcatisfaotory, 
the yield in most places bedng only sufficient for loc.al consumption. 


In the Panjah the monsoon 

and stimulated on irrigated land. A.'uirij uuu bimuj iuiu tu. 

January^ permitted of late sowing j and copious and well distributed rain in Febniai 
and April, which in an ordinary year would have been injurious, was beueficial to tho crop. 

In the United Provinces the autumn rain was very irregular nnd scanty, and grftatly 
inierfored with tho preparation of tho laud. The winter xarns were generally timely and 
well distributed, and improved piospcots; but towards tbo end of February strong worm 
west \^ds did considerable damage. The area sown was much less than the average, but 
where irrigated in time the crop was good. 

In Bengal the season was very unfavourable until tho end of November. Bain in 
DcMinber, Jamiary, and February improved tho crop, but some injury wa» done to whctit lying 
on the threshing'Hoors by rain in March. 

Cet^al Piovmccs the winter rains wei'e favourable except in four or five distriets. 

. Berar there was practically no min at sowing time. Largo tracts reserved for wheat 
'^“BOwn, much of tbo grain that was sown tailed to germinate, the area reported under 
wheat WM hardly more than half that in 1895-96, and tho crop was almost a general failure. 

reatrioted *** general failure of the lato rains, sowings were greatly 
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In Hajnuiana the area sown wag reduced, •partly by rcasou o£ deiiclont rainfall at sowing 
iamo and partly through the substitution of hnseod and gram foi wheat in consequence of 
Eucccssiyc had harvests of wheat. 

' In Hyderabad the season was almost equally unfavourable. 


In the Panjah the late autumn rains ware sufficient and woU distributed. Bain in 
December benefited the standing crops and encouraged further sowings, and abundant rain iu 
Pobruary after a prolonged drought was particularly beneficial. Subsequent conditions were 
favourablefor harvesting operations, but storms iu the sooond-half of May damaged the grain 
on the Lbrcsbing-flooi’s. 

In the United Provinces the season was very favourable for sowing. Rain was general 
Md well distributed except from November to January wbeniirigation was freely resorted to. 
Tbaprolongeddiy weather, and the strong wind which followed, affected the crop on anirrigated 
land, but it was considerably bouefited by rain in Pebmary. 

In Bengal the season was favourable j the autumn rain was copious and well distributed, 
and the crop germinated satisfactorily. 

In the Central Provinces condilions were not as favourable as could have been desired, the 
auiaimn rain being insufficient for sowings. The crop suffered from insufficient moisture, but 
r.iin in Pebmary was beneficial to the late sown mop. 

^ In Berar, too, the season was unfavourable, and the exhaustion of food-stoolcs during the 
famine induced sowings of jawar over much of the area nsnally reserved for wheat. No rain 
fell after the wheat was sown, but the unusually cold winter months and heavy dews benefited 
the erop. 

In Bombay the season was on the whole unfavourable, continuous and excessive rain at 
sowing fame preventing full sowings in some places. 

In Hyderabad llio seasonal conditions were not so unfavourablo as in the preceding 

year. 


In the Pan jab conditions 'wero on the whole not favourable. Deficient rain in Angnst 
retarded sowings, there was but little rain in the succeeding months except in September, 
and the injury thus caused on lands not under irrigation was increased by a cold wave in 
January, and by rust and insects. Finally slorms and high winds in May damaged the grain 
on the threshitt^-fioots. 

In the United Provinces the season was on the whole voij; favourable. The monsoon was 
late and the lain irregular and unevenly distributed, but it gave abundant showers and 
'snffioient moisture at sowing lime. ^ The winterjiains wore timely and sufficient. 

•' In Bengal the sebsou -was uniformly favourable ; the monsoon rain was heavy, and the 
early Buhsidonoe of the floodb left n deposit of silt which was usofal to cultivation. The 
winter rain also was of great benefit, 

^ In the Oetatral Provinces the seasonal conditions weio not good. The heavy autumn rain 
intcrfeicd with the preparation of the toil, and the sadden cessation of the monsoon in 
the second-half of September retarded sowings and produced dofeetivo geimiuation. No rain 
fell until Pebruaiy when it could not bo expected to benefit a crop which bad withered for w'ant 
of moisture, Injury by bail and frost was also repotted from some of the uortborn districts. 

In Berar the season was not unfavourable at sowing fame, but the sudden cessation of 
the monsoon towards the end of Soptembor and the ffiilurc of the winter rains left insufficient 
.moisture ior the full dovolopmout ot the plants, and tbc grain was ill-matured and small. 

In Bombay the season was not on the whole favourable. The seasonable and suffioient 
rain which fell when the seed was being sown was interrupted later, and sowings wero 
delayed, and it u as uot^ untfl September that rain fell again in quantity and improved 
projects, 'Hio winter rains wero also I'f benefit. On imgated land conditions wero fairly 
good. In Sind the season was decidedly bud, and sowings wero restricted owing to insufficient 
inundation, and scanty rainfall. 

In Hyderabad the rains which followed sowngs wore generally favonvable, but when the 
lilants wore arriving at maturity rats infested the fields. 


In the Punjab (bo monsoon rain to the 'end of September was pnxtial and scanty, and in 
October, November, and December there was hardly any rain. About the third •week of 
Jannarj', howovcr> there was a general fall, and futtber rniu iu February, followed by shWore 
in M arch and April, helped greatly id bringing the crop to maturity. " 

^ In the United Provinces the condition a. of the season approximated closely to those 
described as prevailing in the I’anjab, and ibo wheat crop did very well. 

In Bengal the want of rain at sowing timo was felt in some districts, loading to a 
contraction in the area sown. On the whole, the season was not favourable to wheat : the 
rainfall was irregular and badly distributed, and iu some districts the crop siidfored also from 
httilstorraa. ^ , , . , , / , ' 

In the Central Provinces the monsoon began well, bnt its abrupt cessation at the close of 
Septemb^ impeded successful eowings. The October rain, which determines the successful 
germination of the wheat crop, -was entirely absent. There was none hi November and Decem- 
ber, and the few showers which foil at tbo close of Jaimaty were too late to tic any appteoiablo 
good. The soil was diy, tbo heat abnormal, and tbo usual dews did not fall. 
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In Berar the season was disasfcronslr bad. Even the best black soil? faiJeJ to retain 
enouirh moisture forthesnccessful growth of wheat, and in five out of the sis districts sondngs 
were not attempted on unirrigated land- Biaetically whatever was grown was irrigated from 
wells, and in many places the wells failed. The crop was an almost absolute failure. 

in Dombay the season was so bad that in many places no sowings could be made. In 
September the rain was deficient, and it &Ued altogether in November and December. Of 
the total area sown in the British districts of the Presidency proper, about 55 per cent was 
reported to have fiiUed .altogether to produce any crop ; most of the crop which was obtained 
was brought to maturity under irrigation, bat even that crop was poor in consequence of 
the failuic of water in wells and canals. 

In Hyderabad the oonditions and results were similar to those in Berar. 


In the Panjab, after the heav^ raius in August and September, large sowings were -made 
on unirrigated lands, and the winter rains from December to March were so opportnne 
throughout the province that in some districts the crops on wet lands were grown without the 
aid of irrigation. The crop was attacked in some districts by rust, favoured by the cloudy 
weather of February and March, and it had to contend in places with strong dry winds, 
hail floods, excessive rain, and water-logging, as also, when it was on the threshing-floors, 
with untimely rain and storms. The yield was therefore smaller than might have been 
expected from the large area sown. 

In the United Provinces the autumn tains were so distributed as to permit of the adequate 
preparation of the fields for sowing. There was abundant moisture in the soil, and the crop 
was sown in good time. Until the close of January the prospects wore very bright and a full 
normal yield was expected j but the prolongation of the winter rains with cloudy weather 
into February induced mst in almost every district. 

In Bengal the continuance of the winter rains into February caused serious injury to the 
crop which was then ripe, and in Bihar, which had promissd well, there was bnt a poor yield. 

In the Central Provinces continuous rain in August and September interfered with'tbc 
preparation of land, and the absence of the usual October showers was unfavourable to sowings 
in some districts. Germination was generally good, and, except in Nagpnr, prospects wore 
Eavoniable unffl the continued cloudy weather and rain in January and Febrnavy induced rust 
which caused serious injury. 

In Berar the monsoon rainfall was in excess of the normal, hut the rains ceased 'suddenly 
at the end of September, and the land, which bad become thoroughly parched during the. 
famine year, did not retain siiflicicnt moisture for the saccessfnl growth nf wheat. No winter 
rain fell until the crop had come into ear, and it was then too late to be dF muoh benefit. 

In Bombay the rainfall in September and October wasdeicientin most places, and the 
land did not retain suIBcient moisture Jo allow full sowings. Practically no rain fell in 
November and December, and the young crop withered, iirigatod crops fared better for a 
time, bnt they also suffered from scantiness of well water, while in places in Gujarat rust, 
insects, and cloudy weather did harm. In the Deccan and S-arnfitak the crop on unirrigated 
lands biled almost entirely, and the yield generally was unsatisfactory. In Sind alone was the 
season generally good. 

In Hyderabad sowings wore not conducted in favourable conditions, the rain holding off, 
but some littlo compensation was obtained from the winter rains. 

In Bajputaua and Central India both area and yield were much below the average.' 


lu the Panjab the monsoon rainfall was less plentiful than usual and ceased -early; the 
winter rains failed entirely. There were no late sowings,- and the whole crop went practically 
.vritbout rain until the latter half of Mai^ch when slight showers saved tho withering crop from 
total dostniotion in some places. High winds and severe frost in Febroary also proved detri- 
mental to the standing crop, and the yield was decide^y below tho average. On irrigated 
lands the failure was far more extensive. On lands irrigated by wells a considerable part of 
tho crop w.as in some places used as fodder for cattle. 

In the North-TVest Frontier Province the season througliout was one of nnusual drought. 
From October to the end of February no rain fell and sowings on unirrigated lands were mneb 
reduced; tbecrop, where sown, in most ea«eswitlieied away in March. A normal awa was 
sown on irrigated lands which account for one-third of tho crop of the season. 

In the United Provinces the monsoon of 1901 was abnormally delayed, and general rain 
did not set in until the 10th of July, Tlie fall in July and August was well distributed 
and sufiScient ; hut in the next two months it was deficient in the Meerut division and .in 
parts of Agra and Rolulkhand where sowings in most places were effected with the aid of 
urigation. November and the first three weeks of December were entirely rainless, and- 
irrigation was resorted to Tihetever possible. The season was an usually dry and the unirrigated 
crop suffered generally from drought. - " - . ~- 

n the rainfall in. Bihar ^ was deficient in September and seriously in defect in 

there was practically no rain until March, when it was too late to benefit the crop,

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In the Central Provinces the seafion was abnormally dry, the Octoher rain on which the 
germination o£ wheat largely depends, being represented by only a few local showers, and 
there Was no rain thereafter except in the first*half of January in some places. Frost, rats, 
and insects also injured the crop. 

In Semr the monsoon rainfall was in excess of the normal, and iilthongh there were 
no winter rains, the moisture in the soil at sowing time was sufficient to promote the growth of 
the young plants and to bring the wheat satisfactorily into ear. At this stage, however, rats 
appeared in largo numbers and did considerable injury, destroying in some localities almost 
the whole crop of the field in a single night. 

' In Bombay there was a contraction in the area sown owing to the deficiency of late rain. 
In Gnjnrat and north Deccan, the Septemhor rain was very deficient and sowings made 
little progress until after the October rains. No rain fell in November and December, -and tho 
crop Battered considerably not only from want of surface moisture, but also from the scanty 
supply in the wells. The surviving crop was further almost destroyed by a veiy severe plagne 
of rats. In the south Deccan and the Karndtak, the September rain was' generally sufficient, 
but that in October was below the average and checked full sowings. Lator rains were light 
and partial and the crop withered in many places, particnlarly in the eastern tracts whore no 
rain fell and no irri^tion was .possible. Damage* hy insects and disease was also reported from 
a few places. Mho Sind crop was fairly good. 

In Hyderabad conditions were at first somewhat favonmhic, but mis did considerable 
injury in places and over a lorge area ; the late rains were also not favourable. 

In Hajputana both area and yield neve much below the average. In Central India the 
area and yield wore larger than tho quinr|nonnial average, bnt .a little short of tho dcccfnninl 
average. ' 


In tho Panjab conditions were favourable for onrly sowing on iirigated lands, and a 
considerable area was sown, except in tho Mooltan division where canal water and rain&ll were 
insufficient. The praciicul absence of rain until tho fourth week of Januiiry rendered late 
sowings on dry lands impofsiblo, and caused much injury to clops on such lands. In the 
snbmontnne and cential districts good rain in January consideiahly improved prospects. 
Pehriiary was practically lainlcss, and a vcij’ anxions period ensued until tho advent of cojiious, 
frequent, and general rain in Warcb. Good showers coutinned well into Apiil, which was 
henefioial ns tho orop was very- backward, On the whole tho conditions acre favourable at 
tho beginning and epd'of tho seiison, bnt tho prolonged drought in tho middle of the season 
caused considerable injury to tlio crops on dry lands. 

In the North-tv csb Frontier Province, on the whole the season was a favonrahlo one. 
Conditions of the weather were very similar to that in the Panjab. The orop came to maturity 
in a good healthy condition, but tho quality of tho grutn was daoinged to some extent when it 
was lying on the threshing-floor by the heavy rains of April and May. 

In tho United Piovinces rainfall in September and Octoner was favourable for the 
prepamtipD of fields ; moisture in the soil wjis siifficieut ; and the seed germinated freely. 
After this tho season was umisuallydry and irrigation was resorted toon a largo scale. 
November and December were onlirolj'' rainless nnd were followed by severe frost. ' The 
rain in tho last week of January was pretty genet al and greatly benefited the ilnirrigaled crop. 
February and hlarch Wore alto practically rainless nnd tho emp was gathered 'without any 
mishap, though in tho western divisions -white ants, fio't, and dry west winds caused some 
damage. 

In pongal tho rainfall in September was general and plentiful, bnt it was serionsly 
deficient in Ootoberj there being practically no rain in south Bihar and Cbota Nagpur. The 
fall in tho snbsequent months was mnrkcdly deficient in Bihar, nnd in a lesser degree elsowhere. 
On tho whole, tho season was unfavourable to tho wheat crop. 

In tho Central Provinces tho monsoon rainfall was favonr.ablo for the preparation of land. 
In tho southern districts, hovyever, the monsoon ceased extraordinarily early in September and 
■ consequently the area sown was contracted, whilst the early growth of the plants was stunted. 
Prospects wore gloomy, hut were much impiovcd hy some good cold weather shower^. In the 
northern districts the season was' throughout favourable owing to the lato monsoon 'rain&ll 
and an exceptionally heavy fall at the end of October. ConEcqucntly the area sown showed a 
• snhstanlial incrcaso. The cold weather showers were also exceptionally good and henefioial., 
Inthe*o districts tho orop was the best re.apod dnring the past ten years, .and, hut ^for, some 
damage by fiost and inseels, would htivo been a heavy bumpCr crop. . - > 

• . ,ln Bcrar the area was contracted owing to tho repeated failure of tho late rains during the 
' "past few years wbich made cultivators fear to reecrvo niuch'lnnd for winter sowings. Tho 
ihlnfall during the year was up to the average, and tho exceptionally good showers iivNovcm- 
hor and Dcoomher greatly benefited thc'growtlx of the jilants, and raised tho yield above that 
- pf^ tho previous year, although ttcontmoted area was sown. ^ ’ 

’ > In Bombay tho season was very good in Gujarat j in tho Deccan and KavnStak the oiop 
was somewhat, daiinaged by heavy .rain in Dooombor, and in Siud it snttcred from a 'poor imi^- , 
dation. For ’the province gonernlly tho season, was ab,ove the average. 'The monsoon was latl, ■ 
beginning fn tho second week of July. Somo of the c-arly crops were lost and had to bo resown. 
August rain Was sufflolcut and Soplombor rain was very good. The Ootober lain was below 
the average, but in November heavy widespread' rain was of groat benefit, to the young 
'An nnusualty heavy fall in DecemW injured tho crop in places, , 
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WHEAT In Hyderabad area was contracted, bnt ilie oattern was satisEaotory. , _ 

- ■ ' ■ In Kajpntana there was a'snbstantial increase in “both area and yield. In Central India 

the area did not reach the iigures of last year wMoli showed a large increase over those of the 
year previons and the qninqnennial average, bat the yield was as good or better. 

In Mysore both area and yield were sabstantially larger than those of the preceding year 
and the avenge. 


190S-04 In the Panjab conditions were distinctly favourable from the beginning to the end of 

the season. The crop was also unquestionably a bumper one and the straw was as good as the 
grain. A serious misfortune which c-ills for speohil notice is the partioularly virulent outbreak 
of plague which visited the now Jhelum colony. In consequence of this a large proportion 
of the^new settlers fled to their old homes, abandoning a large area of splendid wheat which 
was left to rot on the ground. 

In the North-West Frontier Province copious and well distributed monsoon rains feoiU- 
tated the preparation of an unusually large area for wheat sowings, and the heavy rain in 
December and January enabled the cultivators to make extensive late sowings on nnirrigated 
lands. Pebraaiy was fair and favourable for growth. Heavy and opportune rain was reoeived 
in all districts throughout March and. an nnnsiially large proportion of an nnusually large area 
was brought to maturity. The yield all round was said to be the best within living memory. 

In the United Provinces owing to the heavy and continuous rain at the close of the 
monsoon, which spoiled much of the value of the early tillage, the crop was sown rather late 
with inferior tillage and excessive moisture in the ground. From sowing time onwards, 
however, the season was, on the whole, remarkably &,vouiabIe, the deflcieniy of tKe winter 
rains being largely made up by artifiaiat irrigation. The cloudy weather at tW end of 
February and the beginning of March indnoed a rapid spread of rust, but it came too late 
to do serious harm. The quality of the grain was good except. in a few localities where the 
crop suffered from drought or strong winds. 

In Bengal the heavy rains in October favoured the retention of moisture by the soil daring 
the wheat-growing searon. In November light showers were obtained all over the province, 
except in Bihar where the bnlk of the wheat crop is raised. December was practically, rainless, 
bnt the etc^ in Bihar was muob beneflted by the January rains. In February the rainfall was 
more general and copious. On the whole, the season was generally favourable. 

In the Central Provinces and Berar au extended area was sown with wheat. The crop 
was however, affected by the absence of winter rains. The heavy rain which fell at the end 
of February and the beginning of March and which was in some localities accompanied by 
severe hailstorms caused farther deterioration, especially in the Berar districts.- This doficionoy 
in the weather conditions was, however, made up bj'’ the increased area sown. 

In Bombay the area under wheat increased in most districts owing to favourable rains at 
sowing time in the Presidency proper and to a plentiful water-supply in Sind. The season 
was good in Sind and Gujarat, lu the Deccan the crop suffered from defloiency of moisture, 
and from locusts and rats in places. In the Karnatak late rains wore excessive and much 
damage was done by rust. For the province generally the season was fairly good. 

In Hyderabad an increased area was sown, and a very good crop harvested, although 
damage was done by heavy rains in places. 

In Rajpntana both area and yield showed a very marked increase over the preceding 
year. 

In Central India both area and yield inoreased substantially over the figures of the preced- 
ing year and the average. 

In Mysore also both area and yield was substantially larger than those of the preceding 
year and the average. 


1904-0o In the Panjah conditions of the rainfall were ideal except in a few central districts, but the 

crop received a serious check everywhere from the abnormally severe frosts which were experi- 
enced in the last week of January and the first week of February. Palpable harm was done to 
all early sown and advanced crops. Fortunately, however, favourable rainfall and sunshine 
soon changed the situation j and, on the whole, the effect of the frost was to retard harvesting 
opnations by two or three weeks and to convert what would have been a bumper crop into one 
a little above the normal, » 

In the Noith-IA est Frontier Province conditions were similar to those in the Panjab. 

In the United Provinces conditions were everywhere most promising till the end of 
Dpcemlicr, hut the rest of the season proved disastrous. Ouing to frosts of unprecedented 
,sevmty and rust brought on by damp and cloudy weather enormous damage was done especially 
in the Bouthem and central distiicts. . .. . ' 

Bengal tbo rainfall of October Was very favourable throughout the wheat districts, 
pr^ailed since tht n until Januaiy when rainfall was again general. Bnt in February 
anu March nost rain, and hail did considerahlo damage in Bibar where the bulk of the crop 
* ’s §5®^- ‘ On the whole the season was unfavouiahle. 

* Central I’l evinces and Berar lainfall was favourable at sowing time,, and an 
area was placed under the crop. The crop was affected by the fiost of Jannaiy and 
4! ary m the northern districts, but fortunately the damage was serious only in Sangor 
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Cloudy -nreather accompanied by rain storms in the end of February and beginning of March 
caused the appearance of rast in several districts, bat the disease was severe in Jubbulpur only. 
The sdnthem districts, however, fared much betto than the northern, while the winter rains 
were less favourable in Berar than in the other dislrieb. 

In Bombay the area was restricted in most places owing generally to insufSoieut sowing 
"tains in the Presidency proper and to low innndation in Sind. Tho crop suffered through 
defioicnoy of moisture everywhere except in Kaira, Cntoh, and Dharwar. The sevei’e cold and 
frost of January-Fobmary further injured the crop, particvdarly in Sind, G-ujarat, and parts 
of the Deccan. 

In Hyderabad the area sown was very nearly equal to that of the preceding year, but 
-owing to deficient winter mins the yield was much less. 

In Bajputana the area was a little below that of the preceding year, but the yield was 
proportionately much worse. 

In Central India the 3'ield showed a decrease, though the area sown was substantially 
larger than in the preceding year. 

In Mysore there was a slight decrease in the area sown, but the yield was considerably 
below that of the preceding year. 


In the Fanjab condition s' were most favoniable for both early and late sowings, but 
deteriorated under drought which lasted from the beginning of January till the middle of 
February. After that time, when heavy and general rain set m, the season was excellent. 
The grain was of admirable quality everywhere, and the harvest was a bumper one. 

In the Nortli-'Wcst Frontier Province the season was on the whole a very favourable one j 
and the crop was much above the average, though in places it suffered from hailstorms and 
‘high winds. 

In the TJDiied Provinces a restricted area was sown owing to drought at sowing time. 
The deficiency of rain was, however*, largely made up by irrigation, which began much earlier 
than usual. The imgated crop, which this year comprised neatly two-thirds of the total ai*ea 
under wheat, did exceptionally well; the yield was heavy and the quality of the graiu excep* 
tionally good. The unirrigated crop suffered much from continued drought: the rain of 
February was expected to^ improve it j but tho onttnra was reduced by strong winds at tbe 
time when the grain was ripening. 

^ Bengal, in spite of the want of rain at tbe sowing season in October, the crop 
promised fairly well at firat j but in Pebntary oontinuons rain accompanied by doudy weather 
and hailstorms caused serious damage. 

1 In Eastern Bengal the season on the whole was not a favourable one, owing to ill-distri- 
buted rainfall. ^ e 

, In the Centi’al Provinces, although the usual October showers were wanting, heavy tain 
at the end of September enabled cultivators to sow at the usual time with fair success in all 
but two or three districts. In Berar, whore the monsoon was defioient, the sowing season was 
less favourable. The crop suffered from drought and also from an absence of dew; but it was 
greatly benefited by the rain received at the end of January. The harvest was on the whole 
not'mnoh below normal. 

In Bombay, a very restricted area was sown owing to deficiency in tbe late rains. The 
dry crop fared tolerably well in North. Gujarat ; but elsewbere it suffered through insufficiency 
of moisture and' also in places from cloudy weather. The irrigated crop was generally &ir in 
the Deccan ; but elsewhere it suffered through the deficiency of water-supply. 

In Sind an extensive area was sown owing to timely and plentiful inundation, ” The 
prop suffered slightly from locusts and in places from frosts ; but the season on the whole was 
fa'vourable. , 

’ at Hyderabad the area sown was much below that of tbe preceding year owing to want

Cloudy weather accompanied by rain and hail during February and towards the end of March 
caused rust in parts of the northern districts, but damage to crop was neither serious nor 

extens^ Bombay the crop fared well at 6rst in Gujaiatj but cloudy weather and rain in Febru- 
ary induced rust in places. In Deccan the crop suffered through want of moisture in the soil 
and deficient water-supply in the eastern tracts. In some other parts of the Deccan cloudy 
weather and r>iin induced rust. ''Ad versa winds and insnfficieacybf dew were also reported 
from places.

COTTON 

In the Paujab the rains were again late and sowings were greatly restricted on unixiigated 
lands in the cast and north-east of the province. An inadequate inundation had a similar effect 
on iriigated land in the west. The monsoon though late was copious, and floods injured^ the 
early sowings. 

Simflar conditions prevailed in the United Provinces. 

In the Central Provinces excessive and injurious raiu fell in September laud October. 

In Berar the season was generally good when sowings wero made, but excessive rain in 
September and October injured the crop. ^ 

In Bombay the condition o£ the crop in Gujarat was greatly impaired by excessive rain 
in September. In the Karnatak a greater extent of land than usual was placed under food- 
grains as a result of the scarcity of the preceding seasons, and the area under cotton was in 
consequence smaller than the average. In tho^ Deccan rain was exceptionally flivoorahle for 
sowing and tbo area was increased. Jn Sind sowings were restricted owing to deficient wa'itf- 
snpplv and late inundation. 

In Madras serious injury resulted from a very defidcut rainfall in the north-east 
monsoon. 

In the Panjah the 'season was favoorable, though some injm'y was caused by heavy floods 
in July. 

In the United Provinces ooutiuucd heavy rain from July to October, aud strong winds, 
retarded weeding operations and greatly injnred the crop. _ ' ’ 

Excessive rain restricted sowings in Bengal, while in Orissa the same result was due to 
insuffioient rain. 

In Bombay rain in November affected the crop. The late crop, owing to favourable rain 
at sowing, coveted a largo area both in the Presidency proper aud in Sind, but afterwards 
excessive rain reduced the yield. 

In the Central Provinces and Berar excessive rain in November redneed the expectations 
of a { 0 !! to a fair crop. ’ ' 

In Madras the season was favouiahle. The late crop covered a large area, but oonditious 
after sowing were unfavourable by reason of excessive rain and cloudy weather. 


In tho Paujab the area under cotton, although, owing to rain and floods, less than

In JBcngal the late sowings suffered from want of rain in October at sowing time, but the 
crop was benefited by favourable weather later. 

. In the Central Provinces tho dofieieuoy of rain in tho later months of the monsoon 
favoured the crop which was particularly good. 

In liorar also tho scantier rainfall was beneficial to the crop. 

In Bombay the absence of seasonable rain for sowing, and a long break in the rains in 
August, rosltioted sowings of early cotton. Tho area sown with the late crop was also below 
the average owing to dcUoiency of seasonable rain. The season was, however, on the whole 
better than in the preceding year. In Sind there was a deficiency of wa.tet-supply. 

In Madras the area sown was a little larger than the average owing to the favourable 
character of the season, but tho yield was estimated to be below the average. 


In the Panjab no min having fallen in April, sowings were greatly contracted on imirri- 
gated land, though extensive sowings were made on irrigated areas. But the monsoon brought 
little rain and it ceasod early j tho harvest therefore depended on irrigation which was inade- 
quate and the crop was bad. 

In the United Provinces there was sufficient rain and tho crop was in good condition until 
the middle of August. I hereafter drought, with dry west winds, injured tho crop especially 
on uuittigalcd lauds. 

In Bengal the season was uufavonrablc, and tho crop suffered from deficient rain and the 
early withdrawal of the monsoon. 

-. ru the Central Prov-inces tho rainfall in September in many districts was very light and 
local. October was rainless, and the plants did not bloom freely. 

In Berar there wa-s scason.'ible rniu at sowing time, and a large area was sown, but the 
yield was very poor owing to the failure of the monsoon after August. 

In Bombay tho season was ou tho whole unfavourable, largo tracts remaining unsown 
owing to drought and deficiont rain in places. The drought continued more or less from the 
middle of August and seriously affected the crop, except in Gujarat and Sind whore the Bea«oii 
was fairly good. ^ _ ' 

In Madras also tho crop suffered greatly from deficiont rainfall, and in places from 
excessive rain. 

. In Hyderabad a restricted area was sown, and tho crop was poor. 


In tho Panj.'ib^ sowing were restricted owing to insuffioient rain and the roplacoment of 
cotton by food-grains. Tnio yield on the rcbtrictcd area was above theevverage. 

In the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh the monsoon commenced late and the crop on 
low lands suffered from excessive rain j hut on the whole the condition and quality of the oiop 
were good. 

In Bengal the seaoon was on the wliole favourable. 

In the Central Provhiees excessive and continuous rain in September and October injured 
the crop. 

In Berar tho season, though a little late, was on tho whole favourahlc. • 

In Bomb.ay the yield of both early and Into crop*- was materially smaller than the avemge.' 
Tim proppeots of tho crop were good until December, when it suffered fiom Wight' and’loousts 
in many places. In Sind also the 310^ was comparative!}' small, the conditions of ‘the’ season 
leaving much to he desired* ’ ' ^ 

, in Madias the lainiaU was seasonable and snOieiefat, and an extended area .was sovm in 
the districts growing Norihern and ‘V’etlcrn varieties, but the lateness of the monsoon 
contracted the area in places whoio Tinncvelly and Salc}?i cotton is grown. The crop was 
injured by blight or drought in pome of tlio prmbipal cotton-growing districts. ' 

In Ilydembiid tho' area sown was largo, but owing ‘to an unfavourable ' se.'ison, the jneld

In Bengal the season was unfavonrablo duing to the nneven charnolcr of the monsoon. 

In tho Central Pr;oviDCCB cxcepsivo rain at sowing time interrupted wbe'ding .operations in 
the northern diphietp, and in places iDFufiiciciit rain caused defective germination.* Drought 
followed in the tmtumn. 
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In Berar dry weather in October and the fiiilure of the late rains had a bad effect, but the 

yield^was^^^ the area under early cotton tros iuoreased in some places as a result of fiivour- 
able rains and the rotation of crops, but that increase was almost connlcrbalanced by decreases 
in other places. The onltivation of cotton, especially in the Deccan and Karnfitalt, had not yet 
fully recovered from the check it received in 1897-98 by an unusually largo sowing of food 
crops after the famine of 1898-97 ; and the late crop covered an area smaller than the average 
owing to uufavonrable rains and to the substitution of other crops in place of cotton. The 
season was good until December, and though the crop afterwards suffered from cold and 
cloudy weather in Gujarat, adverse winds in the Kamatak, and frost in Smd, the yield w’as 

abunda owing partly to the unfavourable season in the Deccan districts and partly 

to the low price of cotton, a reduced area was sown, and the yield was very small. 

In Hjderabad the monsoon was late at the commencement of the mson, and though 
prospects were improved by rain in August and September, the yield was bad. 

In Rajputana the s^on was on the whole unfavourable owing to insufficient rain j 'in 
Central India the crop did well. 


1699-1900 In the Panjab the prospects of the Cl op were generally hopeful in the beginning of the 

season, and sufficient ram at sowing time and a good suppl;^ of canal water induced cultivators 
to sow an extensive area, a laigc proportion being on land irrigated by canals and wells. But 
with the holding off of rain in August and September the condition of the crop deteriorated, 
and the yield was poor. 

In the United Provinces excessive rain in June and July interfered with sowings and was 
also injurious to the young plant. 'ITiereaftcr the absence of rain was oven more injurious, 
e^ccially in uoirrigated tracts where tbe crop was almost entirely lost. 

In Bengal, in the early part of the season, the rainfall was irregularly distributed, and later 
it was on the whole inadequate and the yield of the OTop, both early and lata, was not good. 

In the t’entrjd Provinces the season was one of very exceptional drought, and the plants 
suffered not only from want of rain, but from abnormal and scorebing heat. 

In Berar the season was so tin&vourable as to bo little short of disastrous. The rainfall 
was deSoient at the sowing season, and the subsequent dronghtin Jnly prevented later BOXfittgs. 
The late rains also entirely failed, and with them the crop. 

In Bombay the season was extremely nn&vourablo to the early crop, and though it was 
relieved here and there by partial showers in August and' September, it completely failed in 
most places. The late sown crop also withered in many places, and where it survived gave a 
very poor yield. In Sind the water-supply was deficient and the yield poor. 

In Madras the season was, on the whole, unfevoui’ablo and the yield very poor. 

In Hydeiabad the monsoon, which promised to be favonrnblc at tffie commencement 
of the season, failed in July and August. There was some rain in the beginning of 
September, hut the continuance of the drought after the middle of September told heavily on 
tbe crop. 

In Central India and Rajputana the conditions of the season resembled those of Bombay 
and Berar, and their effect on the cotton crop was quite as bad. 


1900-01 In the Panjah the largest area yet i-eported was sown, about 75 per cent on iirigoted 

land. Bat the crop snffeied greatly in some districts from insects, and the heavy monsoon 
rams also retarded growth. 

In tbe United Provinces the monsoon commenced late, and though in June some 
thunderstorms gave heavy local falls in places, hot and dry weather continued until the begin- * 
ning of July over the gi eater part of the provinces. The rain continued to bo deficient and 
unevenly ffistributed until the last week of August when excellent rain xeas received and 
the fall in September was generally in excess of tlio average. Thereafter the weather 
continued generally favourable. A good yield in quantity and quality was the result. 

In Bengal the rain in July was, on the whole, well distributed and fairly continuous. In 
Angnst it was deficient and irregularly distributed. Much more copions and general rain 
fell in September, but in October it was defioient. Tbe season was, on tbe whole, unfavour- 
able to early cotton, though fairly favourable to the late cotton 'except at sowing time. 

In the Central Provinces, in consequence of the relative clieapness of cotton seed, favour- 
able conditions at sowing time, and good prices, a very extensive area was sown. The distribu- 
^n of tihe rainfall left something to ho desired. In some parts the plants were Gvmmped by 
the heavy and continuous rain of Angnst and September, especially in the richer soils and in 
tlow-lying positions. Heavy rain in September also injured the flowers, aud the ^absence of ^ 
rain in October affected the crop in poor soils and high-lying flelds, and owing to insuffimont 
^ . moistare the bolls witheied before maturity.

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In Bombay early cotton in the Deccan and late cotton elsewhere, mainly in Gujnrat, 
'covered a restricted area, early rains being deficient and not allowing full sowings. The 
dev^on of part of the usnal cotton area to food-grains consequent on the scarcity of the 
preceding j’ear also accounts for some of the decrease. The crop promised well at first, but 
safterwards it suffered from the deficiency of the late nuns. 

In Madras the north-east monsoon failed in some places and the area sown was also 
restricted by the preference given to the cultivation of food-grains. The crop was generally 
' fair except in the Deccan districts, where Northerns and fFeslerns were affected by disease and 
•want of rain. 

In Hyderabad with good rain at the sowing season for early cotton a large 
•area was brought under cultivation, but late cotton did not receive snCBoient rain j and in the 
Aurangabad division, which has the largest cotton area in the territory, the sadden cessation 
of the winter rains kept the crop back. 

In Central India both area and yield were innch in excess of the average. 

In Burma heavy rains greatly injured the crop. 


In the Panjab the rainfall of May was beneficial to the crop, and the injuiious effect of 
“tlio long break in the rains in September and October was chiefly fdt on uniriigatei land. 
'Some damage was also done by locusts, grasshoppers, and rats. 

In the United Provinces a very large area was placed under cotton, although the rains 
■were late, owing to the stimulus given by the high prices and the plentiful crop of the 
preceding year. 

In Bengal the season was on the whole unfavourable by reason of deficient rain for the 
'Cotton Cl op, both early nnd late. 

In the Central Provinces the gereninatioa of the crop, which was not sown under favour- 
able conditions, was unequal, and a long break of the rains in the first-half of July necessitated 
resowings to some extent in most of the important cotton-growing districts. Excessive rain 
in August did some injury which was not altogether made good by a timely break in the 
second-half of Septomhor. Owing to the absence of rain after September, and the ravages of 
insects in October, the prospects of the crop materially deteriorated. 

^ In Berar the monsoon rainfall was unusually heavy aud continuous. It was not until the 
beginning of September that a break of any duration occurred and the crop then was suffering 
from excessive moisture j but three weeks of fine weather followed by timely showers 
brightened prospects _ considerably ; and the clear cold weather of November and December 
brought the crop rnpidljr to maturify. Bats, however, caused much injury. 

. Bombay there “was some increase in the area sown with early and date cotton lu the 
^British districts of Gujarat and the Deccan, and in Bavoda and some other Gujarat States, 
•owjiig to favourable early rains, but not enough to compensate for the large decline in 
Knthidwar and Cutch and in the Earnatak districts, which resulted from the deficiency of rain 
•at the sowing season. In Sind there was a small increase due to a bettor water-supply. 
In Ga]arat the season began well, but the crop made little progress owing to the failure of 
the late rains. Afterwards locusts and rats materially injured the surviving crops. 

In Madras the condition and prospects of the crop were, on the whole, fair, and unusnally 
.•late rain in the Deocan districts considerably improved prospects there. On the other hand, 
lafe and subsequently very heavy rain retarded sowings in the south j both the area and the 
yield were, on the whole, below the average. 

In Hyderabad the rains were, on the whole, favourable. 

In Central India and Kajpntana the crop was good. 

In Burma the season was not favourable owing to want of rain. 


- _ In the Panjab, owing to doficlent rainfall in February and March, unirrigated cotton 

somngs coiriracted. The deficiency of rainfall, however, stimulated cultivation' with the 
of irrigation.

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In the Central Provinces, sowings, though late, were successful over an osccptionally large 
area, Germination was good, the weather was favonrablo for weeding, aud the plants thrived. 
Bat later on the season was not so favourablo. In the northern districts heavy riiin in October 
and November did considerable damage just when tbe plants were in flower, and in the southern 
districts, the plants suffered in their later stages of growth from drought accompanied by 
cloudy n’C'ither, which caused the withering of immature bolls. Damage was also caused 
by insects. Ifbe season did not thus fulfil its early promise of being an csceptioually favourable 
one, but it was still about tbe average. 

Ill Beiar tbe exceptionally good, crops of tho preceding tn o seasons and the favourable 
market prices influenced the cultivatois to sow cotton extensively.* The monsoon rains com- 
menced nnucually late and there was an extensive breah in August which caused some anxiety ; 
subsequently the rainfall was light hut timely, and’ prospects were biilliant. Unfortunately 
heavy rain in November caused considerable damage to the lipe' cotton, and in some districts 
knocked ripening bolls off the plants. But, although the late rains damaged the crop that 
had reached maturity, a heavier yield than usual was gathered from the later pifkings.' 

In Bombay tho area contracted mainly in the ‘British districts of Gnjaiat and the Deccan, 
where the opening rains came much later than usual. In the Gujarat States, however, there 
was a considerable extension in area which made up pait of the deficit elsewhere. Though the 
Clop suffered in places from excessive rain and cold at the time of the opening of the bolls, the 
season was distinctly favourable. 

In Madras au extended area was sown owing to good aud timely rainfall ; and the condi- 
tion of the crop was reported to be generally good. 

In Hyderabad the crop was unfavonrabiy affected in the Mahratwara districts, Where most 
of the cotton is grown, by cloudy weather and untimely rain that fell when the cotton 
capsules were growing, and in Bidar tho capsules fell off in parts. 

In Baipntana and Central India tho area exceeded the average and the crop was excellent. 

In Burma also the crop was very good. 


1903-04 111 Panjab tbe late spring rains were favourable for sowing throughout the central and 

north Pan jab, with the result that the increase in the area sown in these parts of the province 
mote than compensated for tbe deficiency in tho Delhi Division due to the late arrival of the 
monsoon rains ‘I he outturn was also considerably below the average in the dry area of the 
Delhi Division. Taking the rest of the province as a whole, the late rains cattsed late flowering, 
and excessive rains in some districts was also prejudicial to the yield. A few districts also 
reported high winds at flowering time. Bnt conditions were fairly satisfactory in the most 
important districts of the province. 

In the North-West Frontier Province the heavy rahifoU of March afforded suflSciont 
moisture for cotton sowings. The rainfall of May helped on the crop and that of July 
improved prospeols. 

In the United Provinces a relatively small aiea was sown owing to the late arrival of the 
monsoon. The rainfall was favourablo up to the end of September, when the crop, though 
backward, was doing fairly well. The excessive rain in Octohei and the strong winds that 
prevailed changed the whole prospect. In a few western ‘districts, which escaped the full 
severity of the stoi'm, tho crop was compaiativeh’ good j elsewhere it was little moie than half 
the normal. 

In Bengal the defective rainfall in the early pait of tire season was, on the whole, favour- 
able to the early cotton crop, except where the rainfall was altogether insuflioient in May. In 
the flowering season, that is, in September and October, tho rainfall nas' generally in excess, 
and consequently the production uas low in most districts. For the late crop also the season 
was not altogether favoiuahle as the rainfall was generally insuBioiont. 

In the Central Provinces the crop was put down under favourable conditions. Getmina* 
tion Was goou and very little resowing was necessary. The heavy and continuous rainfall 
in August aud September, however, letaided weeding ' operations and checked the growth of 
the plants, while the continuance of rainy weather in October not only prevented this injury 
facing repaired, but also increased the damage from excessive moi-ture in some of' tho most _ 
impoifaut cotton-growing districts. Some damage was also caused by grasshoppers lu parts of 
^imai and Ghhindwara. The prospects of the crop therefore materially deteriorated. 

In Berar favourable seasons and good prices greatly cncour.iged the cultivation of cotton 
and a lecord area was sown. But the damage caused by heavy rain was reported to be greater 
here than in the Central Provinces. ' '

In Bajpatana, owing to tbe lateness of tbo sowing rains, a restricted area was sown, Tbe 
"crop was also damaged by loonsts and bigb winds in ]^ces. 

In Central Indiji. an extended area was sown, and the yield also was well above tbe 
preceding year, though the crop suffered considerably from rain in places. 

In Bnrma tbe early rains generally were scanty, and the later rains somewhat in excess. 
But fortunately the destmetion due to tbe August drought and tbe heavy rainfall of October 
extended to a limited area only and did not appreciably affect tbe total outturn, 

1 In Assam tbe crop suffered seriously from drought in March and April. Since then the 
wpather proved generally favovwable. 


In the P.-injab there was an extension of onlth'ation, especially in the Delhi Division, 
owing to snfiicient rainfall at sowing time. Tlje imirrigatcd crop suffered severely from tbe 
failnro of the monsoon in the central Panjab. On tiio A\diole, however, the yield was fully up 
to the average, and above the average in many districts. 

In the Kortb-West Frontier Province also the heavy rains of Matob enabled the culti- 
vators to make extensive sowings in April and hlay. In tbe snoceeding months, from June 
to October, tbe rainfall was wt-ll distributed and suiBotent in all the districts, except Dera 
Ismail Khan, where it was defloient and affcoted the ci op to a great extent. 

In the Dnited Provinces the very largo decrease, which took place in IflOS-O-li in tbe 
cultivation of cotton owing to the late arrival of the monsoon, was nearly made up in 1904.-05 
owing to favourable and suilicient sowing rains in most places. The crop suffered from 
excessive rain in tbe Allabnbad Division, but in the other cotton-growing tracts conditions 
were satisfactory. 

In Bengal the season was iinfavouriiblo for the early cotton crop, which suffered fi-om heavy 
lain in some diatricts and from want of moieinie in others. For the late crop also the season, 
on tbe whole, was not favourable, tbo raintall being ill-dif-tiibutcd, and insuiiicient in many 
places. 

In the Central Provinces and Dernr tbo sowing season though somewhat late was on;tbe 
whole favoninhle and an txtended area was sown. Germination was good and the light -rMn- 
fhll during the early inomoon facilitated weeding. Owing to long breaks in July and the 
latter part of Auguet, the plants on light soil wore stunted, but good rain fell before serious 
damage bad ocemred and the plants affected by dronght recovered to a great extent. Some 
damage was done to the crop in places by lain in October when flowers were opening and also 
by locnste and other insects, the damage being reported to bo greater in Berar than in the other 
districts. 

In Bombay there was a decrease in tbo nica sown in (bo Deccan, Karnfitak, Kdtbidwitr, 
and Cntcb due to tbo shortness of early sowing rains. On the other hand, in the Britisb 
districts of Gujarat, and also in Sind and Bnroda, the cultivation was considerably c.vtcnded, 
partly under the sliranhi’j of the high prices ol the preceding year and partly in tbo hope, that 
cotton would he more likely to succeed in a sejison of deficient rainfall than other crops. Tbe 
crop, however, suffered oveiywbeto in the Presidency proper throngh deficiency of moisture, and 
in places from excessive cold and disease In Sind Ibv crop was fair. 

In itladras an extended nrea wns placed under tbe croji owing partly to timolv rainfall and 
piirtly to the good prices obtained in the preceding' year. The crop, bnwever, suffered seriously 
trorn want of r,nin. 

In Hyderabad owing to favounblo conditions of the season both the area and the yield 
slightly exceeded those of the preceding year. 

In Rajpatona, Ajraor-Merwnra, and Central India an extended nre.a was sown and a heavy 
yield obtained. ^ ^ ‘ 

In Bnima tbe rains began u'cll and continnod favourable till towards the end of season, in 
October, when they wore unn'uially heavy and did a good deni of damage to the crop. 

In Assam the season was generally favourable and n better yield than that of the preced- 
ing year was obtained. 


In the Panjab, nltbongb conditions were favonmblo nt sowing time, the season Was dis- 
astrous to tbo colltin crop.

, lathe Nortb-M estFionticr 1*1 oyince rainfall was generally sufficient at sowing tame,

Tbe crop was damaged by boll-worm in places. 

,In tlie United Provinces conditions at sowing time wore favourable, as enough min wosT'/ 
received in tbe fir&i-half of July, I'ho rainfall in Augiwl, Iipwovor, was seriously dotioienC 
Light T,rin in pilaces during ^eptmiber benefited thoorop; hut' October was practically rainless.

In Eastern Bengal and, Assam also {hc.crop wasii^ured by'bxtoseivb'rain, ' ‘"f}' 
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COCTOgr jjj |,]jg Central Pro'v'inces and Bei’ai* the season -was at first favourable though somewhat 

late ; but projects deteriorated owing to bad distribution of the rainfall and the absence of' 
dew/ the tracts most affected the plants withered ; and over a large area in Berar the 
usual three pickings were not obtained. 

In Bombay the favourable character of the early sowing rains and the»short rainfall in the 
season suitable for other crops led to an erctended cotton cultivation. The crop in Ghijarat and 
irtinTi/lpgh made an excellent start, but suffered from absence of rain at the end of the season. 
Elsewhere in the Deccan and the Karndtak rain was very scanty and the crop withered in 
many places. In Sind a favourable inundation induced a groat expansion of cultivation ; but 
the crop was seriously damaged by boU-worm. _ " 

In Madras conditions were not favourable at sowing timej and the crop suffered from 
want of rain. 

In Hyderabad the crop not only suffered from unfavourable season owing to the failure 
of lato xains^ but also from rain in the thM week of January. 

In A jmer-Merwara unfavourable winds blighted the crop ; and in many places, although 
the plants i-eached maturity, they produced little or no cotton. 

In Rajputana a very restricted area was sown and the crop was almost a complete faihue- 
in many places. 

In Central India an extended area was placed under the crop; but the yield obtained was 
much below average. 

In Burma the rainfall was generally favourable j and the conditiou of tlie'ordp was on the 
whole good, though excessive rain did some damage to the crop. 


190S-0!' In the Panjab a reduced area was sown, which was the diicct result of the 'complete 

destrnotiou of the crop of tho preceding season by boll-worm in most of the central and south- 
western districts, aud the generally adverse season of 1905. Early in this season a Bericras 
disaster was threatened by boll-woim in several districts and the first buds aud pickings were 
lost. But the situation improved steadily' and rapidly since the September rain. BolUworm 
diminished steadily as the season ndvanc^, and pickings continued into January. 

In tho North-West Frontier Province rainf^ at sowing time was timely-and favourable, 
and an extensive area was placed under the crop. The crop was reported to be good. 

In the United Provinces the season was very favourable and the yield was the best for 
several years past. 

In Bengal the season was favourable in the early cotton districts ; bat in some of the lato 
cofton districts the crop suffered considetably from excessive rain and floods. 

In Eastern Bengal and Assam weather' conditions were un&vourable in the Chitragong 
Hill Tracts, but elsewhere favotrrable. 

In tho Central Provinces aud Berar the season was generally favourable in the northern 
distriots ; but elsewhere the crop suffered from heavy and continuous rain and consequent 

In Bombay the early rains were favourable for sowing. The crop fared well in Gujarat 
and Earrrdtak ; but in the Deccan it suffered through absence of rain at the iioweirug period. 

In Sind a redrreed area was sown owing to the late opening of the canals and the dis- 
couraging r-esult of the preoeding year’s crop. Somo damage by insects was reported from, 
places, but the crop was reported to be generally fair. 

In Madras rainfall was seasonable at sowing time, and the crop was reported to be good. 

In Hyderabad the season on the whole was favourable, though the crop slightly suffered 
in places through laia in December and January. 

In Ajmer-Merwara rainfall was sufficient, and the crop was reported to be good. 

In Bajpntana the crop was reported to be good everywhere. 

In Central India the crop was very good, though it suffered in places through excessive 

rain. 

In Bm'ma rain was generally deficient at the commencement of the season and sowings 
were consequently late j hut the season on the whole was fairly, favourable. 

In Mysore the condition of the crop was reported to be from fair to goodr

In Assam the season was favonrablc. 


In the Panjab the season,^ first favourable, changed for tlie worse when heavy rain in 
Pebruary and March injured the crop and generated insect pests. The crop was, however, on 
tbo whole fair. 

In the United Provinces the area sown with lape and linseed wns seriously reduced by 
excessive rainfall, and the crop sun'ered from rust and insects following on continued wet in the 
spring. 

In Bengal also sowings wc>c impeded. by excessive rain. The crop was afterwards serionsly 
adocted by the feilure of the cold weather rains, and a wet March injured rape and mustard 
in many districts. 

In the Central Provinces (ho crop promised well in the earlier months, but heavy rain, 
«hort]y after sowing, damaged the seedlings. Cloudy weather continued, rust set in, and tnuoh 
injury was done, but nevei’thole«s the yield was muoli good. 

In Borav tho sowing of linseed was late owing to heavy rain in October and November. 
The crop was much alTected by untimely rain and lust. 

In Bombay feasonablo rain stimnlatcd sowings of linseed, both area and yield being good. 
Ill Sind rapesced Miffeied from insufficient water-supply, blight, and frost. 

In Hyderabad oxcessivo min caused a contraction in places of tbe area sown, while in 
others timely rainfall promoted sowings. 

In Assam the season was favourable for mustard.

In the Panjab the area sown was contracted owing to defioient rainfall at tbe time of 
sowing ; and excessive rain injured tbo crop in tbo submontane districts. 

Iti tho United Provinces the linsocd and rappsaod crops were injured by excessive moisture 
and by fungoid disease. 

In Bengal sowings wore somewhat restricted oiving to the prolonged monsoon rain, and 
the crop was injured by tlio absenve of rain from Noiember until the middle of Jnnuaiy. 

In the Central Provinoc-s untimely rain and olondy weather throughont the winter caused 
damase to the crop. Insects attacked it, rust set in, and the crop wns ])ractically ruined. 

In Berar (ho nnusiul prevalence of cloudy weather, and afterwaids storms and winds, 
dctcriorjitcil the liu'ccd crop. Bust set in, end the yield ivas poor. 

In Bombay excessive moisture ailcoted the area sowii with linseed, and blight injiu'fed tho 
crop. In Sind an extended area was sown with lapcseed owing to favourable floods j but the 
yield was not proportion.utc to the increase in the area. 

In Hyderabad tbo winter rains injnzod the crop. 

The area under mustard in Assam was small and the yield inferior owing to the unfavour- 
able oharacter of the season. 


The season generally, in the provinces in which linseed, rapesecd, and mustard are largely- 
grown, was marked hy scanty roonioon lains, which ceased mnoh earlier than usual, and by an 
almost entire failure of tho winter lains. The conditions, which were very nnfavonniblo for 
wheat, were less so for the oilseeds in Bengal, Bombay, Berar, and Hyderabad, hnt were quite 
bad in tlio Panjab, Sind, tlie United Provinces and (he Central Provinces. ' 

Tho yield of linseed was much below the average, though larger than that of 18114-95, 
when tho harvest wns injuriously affeeted by prolonged wet. The area sown was restricted in 
Northern India by the diynoss of the soil ; but this dryness led to .nn'oxpansion in tho sowing 
of linseed in Bombay and Berar, much land considered too dry for. wheat having bean placed 
under linseed. 

The area under rapeseod, on tho other hand, vras more or less contraCletl everywhere except 
in Hyderahad, and the contraction was veiy matcrial'in the Panjab, the United Provinces, 
Bomlaj, and Sind. The harvest, however, was good' on tho reduced area in the United Pro- 
vinces, and in Bengal it was not, much below tho aveiagc; so that although the yield was 
very poor in the Pnnjab, Sind, and Bombay, tbe gonerar re.iult was a goo'd brop; '

In tbe Banjab the season was most favourable for rapesecd. The monsoon rains wore 
abundant and tbe winter rains fell at opportune intervals, both for sowing and maturing. The 
area under the teed >vas more than double the average, and the yield very large. 

In the United Provinces the moisture in the soil was ample at the sowing srason, and 
couse^jnently the area sown was extended. But the excessive and prolonged continuance of 
the rain and cloudy weather generated fungoid diseases, and the crop was seriously affected 
by them in many districts, the yield in the localities affected being hardly more than half the 
normal crop. 

In Bengal the monsoon rains were fitful and irregular, falling in abnormal quantity towards 
the end of the season, while the winter rain in January and February .was also much in excess 
/ of the normal. On the whole the season was unfavourable to the oiUeed m'ops, which suffered 
from an excess of rain in many districts and from comparative drought in otheis. ^ 

In Assam the mustard crop suffered in most districts from the absence of rain during the 
perio'd of growth. ' 

In the Central Provinces the continuous rain during August and September interfered 
with the preparation of land, whilst the absence of the usual October showei s was unfavourable 
to sowings in some districts. Germination was generally good, and, except in Nagpur, 
prospects were favourable until the continued cloud and rain in J anuary and February induced 
rast which caused great injury. The unfavourable conditions after J anuary told seriously upon 
linseed. 

In Berar the area sown with linseed was far below the average. After the year of famine 
daring which both food-stocks and credit were exhausted, the general inclination of the cultiva* 
tors was to obtain as early a crop as possible, and larger areas were devoted to the autumn 
crops, notably, ja war and cotton. The monsoon rain&ll was in excess of the average, but the 
ground had been so thoroughly parched by the failure of the rains of 1899 that the moisture was 
rapidly absorbed and was inadequate for the successful growth of linseed. No rain fell after 
sowings had been completed ; the rain of January came too late to be of any matctiul benefit 
and the yield was poor. 

In Bombay linseed is mostly grown in the Dcccan and Karndtab, and in both tracts the 
crop suffered so greatly from the absence of moisture owing to scanty rain as to be an almost 
complete iiiilui'c. Rapeseed did better in Gujarat, but this crop is of much more importance 
in Sind where the area sown was in excess of the average and a fair yield was harvested. 

In Hyderabad an extensive area, not materially smaller than the average, was placed 
trader linseed, but the conditions of the season were unfavourable, as in Berar. 


Ih the Fanjab the monsoon rain ceased early and was not as abundant as usual. The 
winter rains fail^ entirely, and high winds and severe frosts in February proved detrimental 
to the crop, which was only saved from destruction in some places by slight showers in March. 
Owing to the absence of rain in the sowing season, a very small area was sown with oilseeds, while 
sources of artificial irrigation were devoted chiefly to superior crops. The crop on unirrigated 
lauds gave extremely poor results generally and failed entiidy in several localities. On im- 
gated lands also the crop was below the average. 

In the North-West Frontier Province, as in the Panjab, the season was most unfavour- 
able for rapeseed. There was a deoline^in the area sown ovving to thofailure of the winter rains 
and to the short supply of irrigation from canals and hill toirents. 

In the United Provinces the aiitumn rains in the latter half of the season wore insufficient 
in the Meemt division, and in parts of the Agra and Rohilbhand divisions ,• in the rest of the 
provinces conditions at seed-time were loss unfavourable. The winter rains were scanty, only 
light rain having fallen towards the close of December and tbe beginning of •! anuary. 
Linseed is generally sown after an autumn croj), and, ns tbe soil was too dry for sowing 
without previous irrigation, 'the area sown Avilh tliis seed declined largely j but the area and 
yield of rapeseed were larger than the average. 

In Bengal the monsoon was weak, the deficiency being serious iu the Bihar ‘and Chota' 
Nagpur divisions. On the whole, the season was unEavouiablo for oilseeds, especially jn Bihar 
,and there was a decline in the area sown owing to drought in the sowing season'. . , 

In Assam the season was favourable for the mustard cx'op ei^ccpt for heavy rain at, the end 
of November. The area sown was larger than usual, and the yield was almost equal ^o,lhe

In the Central Provinces tile absence oE moisture in the soil at the sowing season and the 
failm'c of the winter rains told sentnisly upon the liuseed crop. Germination was 'di^eotive

In Berar there was no winter rain,' but the seasdn’-utas favourable for sowin^j and in most

■Jn' Boinbay the absduco of moisture sovoicly injured the linseed crop, and its futn was com- 
pleted by. rats, wbich 46etroyed niuc-tentbs of the crop iir iChandesli' As legards rapeseed, tbe 
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conditions in Sind where the crop is mostly grown were fairly good, but in Gujarat the crop 
was almost a complete failure by reason of drought and the destractivo activity of rats. 

In Hyderabad the area was slightly stn illor than the preceding year, but a little larger 
than the average. The yield was smallor than the average owing to the unfavourable character 
of the latter part of the monsoon. ^ 


In the Panjab the late continuance of tbc moneoon was favourable for sowings, and an 
extensive area was sown j but the failuie of tbc winter r.tit\s caused wide-spicad injury, and 
though good rain fell from March lOth ouward*^, this was too late to benefit rapeseedto any 
considerablo extent. Insects also did great barm in places. 

In the North-West Frontier Province the season wa= on the whole favourablo for the i ape- 
seed crop. But considerablo injury was done to the crop in Hazara and Kobat by heavy rains 
at harvest time wbicli blackened the stalk and damaged tlic seed. 

In the United Provinces the autumn lains wore seasonable and there was sufficient 
moisture in the ground when the crops were sown. November and December were entirely 
rainless and were followed by severe frost. The first winter rains in the last week of January 
generally benefited the crops. After that there was practically no rain. As in the case of 
wheat the diy season was very favourable to the oilseed crops, though in some districts in the 
west sliirht damage was repoi'ted from frosts and hot west winds. 

In Bengal the monsoon rains were geneially plentiful, bub teiminated abruptly in Septem- 
ber. In that month there was good rain in Bihar and Chota Nagpur ; in north Bengal the 
fall was greatly in excess of the normal, while elsewhere it was, on the whole, slightly in 
detect. October was unusually dry, and the following two months were practically mlnless. 
The drought continued through January in Bihar and east Bengal, while elsewhere there wore 
seasonable showers. General but scanty rain in Pchruary slightly benefited the crops, 'ihere 
was, however, very little rain during the next two months, except in a few districts of east 
Bengal, and on the whole the season was not favourable. 

In Assam, the partial loss of tbc rice crop caused by floods induced people to sow mustard 
more largely than usual But for want of tain during the season of growth and other nn- 
favom'able causes, the character of the crop was much below the average in many disfiicts,. 
The increased area sown, however, made up for the poor outturn of the crop. ' 

In the Central Prorinces the early cessation of the monsoon rainfall contracted sowings / 
germination was defective for want of moisture, and the crop which came up suffered from the ' 
continued drought. In the northern districts, where conditions were not nnfavonrablc at 
sowing time, some damage was caused by frost and inseots. 

In Berar the decrease in the area sown was attributed to the repeated failure of the late 
rains during past years, which induced cultivators to allot more land under monsoon {Mari/) 
crops. There were good showers in November and December which improved the oultnm. 

In Bombay there was a decline in the area sown with linseed in the Deccan and Karnatak 
and the crop w'as affected by rust and disease in places owing to excessive rain, and also from 
want of sutlicient moisture. In Gujarat the crop was fairly good. As reguds rapesced, the 
crop In tiujaiat suffered slightly from frost in Baxoda ; elsewhere it was fair. In Sind there 
was a decrease in area owing to low inundation j but the condition of the crop was fair. 

In derabad there was a temporary withholding of the rains at the commencement of 
tbc season, bub the conditions afterwards turned very favourable. 


In the Panjab owing to favourable conditions at sowing time an exceptionally largo ^ea 
was placed under rapesced. The failure of the winter rains in the sontb-castern districts 
seriously affected the crop. In all other districtb conditions weio favourable throughout j and 
the crop on the whole was a humner one.. 

In the North-West Pronti'er Province conditions were unfavourable for sowing, except 
in Deia Ismail Khan where hill torrent irrigation was unusually favourablo imd allowed of p 
exceptionally large area being sown. The general rain at the end of December and in 
January were most beneficial to the crop. The rains during the subsequent months wore ample 
and well distributed, and the crop came to maturity in aw unusually good condition, . 

In the United Provinces moistnio was excessive and in some ■places the crops were sown 

late. Linseed is generally sown after an autumn crop, and as moistuiew'as ample a very 
large area was devoted to its cultivation. The area under rapesced, however, slightly fell 
off. November and December were dry; but light rain i« the middle of January greatly 
benefited the crops. In some districts in the eastern half of the province linseed was attacked 
by an insect pest, but the damage done was not serious. ... 

In Bengal the heavy rainfall of October was on the whole beneficial to winter oilseeds,* 
tlnmgh it ■was icported to have injuriously affected the crops in some districts. There wore 
-^nt powers iu November,' except in Bihar, wheie owing to ivant of rain in November and 
JjecemMr, the crops suffered. Throughout Bihar and north Bengal, however, light showeis 
■wore obtameo. in Januarj*^, and in lehriiary the showers throughout the province were fairly 
ropiouB.

But tbe'absonco of the winter rains and tbonnfavoux- 
ablo conditions d.nring tbc end of Fobruaiy and tbo beginning of March told seriously upon 
the crop. Tbe cloudy wcatber wbicb lucccdcd tbe Pobruaiy rain caused tbo flowers to wither 
‘ brfore tbo seed was sol, and also favoured insects which damaged tbc crop considerably in some 
districts. 

In Bombay a very cxteiibivo area was sown with linseed. Tbo iuorcaso was duo larger 
sowings of wheat and javar wHb whioli tbe oilseed is sown mixed. The crop was faiily good 
everywhere, tbougb excessive laic rains induced disease and rust in places. As regards rapCsccd, 
ill Gujaint there was a decrease in area as well as in yield owing to defieiont late rains. In 
Sind the inundation was favoniable and the outturn good. 

In Ilydoi-abad owing to excossivo rain autumn sowings suffered conridcrably and winter 
sowings bad to bo suspended. Nevertheless, tbe area placed luidcr both linseed and mustard 
was mndb larger tlian in tbo preceding year. Severe cold and insects, however, injured the 
crops in places. 


•In the Panjab tbo season was favourable for sowings except in some of tbc central and 
sontb'Wcstern districts whore water-supply was deficient. The severe frosts of January and 
Febmary were, bowover, disastrous to the crop almost every wlierc. 

In the North-IVcst Frontier Province, conditions were unfavomuble at sowing time 
except in Hazara and Peshawar where the monsoon and antumn rains wore favonrable. The 
crop was, however, at one time threatened with extinction by severe frosts, but it rallied nuder 
the influence of copious rains in March followed by bright settled weather in April. 

In the United Provinces conditions Were very promising till tbo end of December, bnt the 
croj) snffored severely from tbe frosts of January and Februarj', and wlicrc it sni'vived the frost, 
was badly attacked with lust. Tbe rapeseed crop was also damaged by insects. 

Ill tlcngal tbc season was on the whole an unfavomuble one for oilseeds. The crop 
was seriously damaged by hail, frost, and rain ebtofly in the distriets of Bihar and the 
Bajshahi Division wbcic the bulk of tbe crop is grown. Tbc excessive rainfall of March and 
April also hampered tbo progress of harvesting operations. 

In Assam the season was not unfavourable, but a somewhat restricted area was sown. 
The crop was fair. 

In tbe Central Provinces and Borar the delicate linseed crop was unable to support the 
• uuusttnl inclemency of ibo season. In the northern districts frost in early l’'ebruary damaged 
the Crop seriously ; later tbe cloudy weather and rain stoirms in tbe end of February and 
beginumg of March carried a step further the dostmetion already caused in the north and did 
serious damage in most of the soatheru districts. Insects and rnst appoaiud in places, and the 
dcBcicnoy of tbo winter rains and damage caused by hail in Bcrar resulted in a' lighter crop in 
that part of the province. 

In Bombay an exlChded area was placed under linseed, but tbo ciup suffered from exces- 
sive cold and frost in Gujarat and fi'om defioiency of moistnre in tbo Ucccaii and Harndtnk. 
As regards rapeseed tbc at ca contraolod owing to low inundation and deficient water-supply, 
and the crop suffered, particularly in Sind, from excessive cold and frost. 

In Hyderabad the area sown with linseed was much larger than in the preceding year, 
V bnt the crop was somewhat affected by tbo failure of Into rains. 


In tbc Paujab tbe sowing season was favourable. The prolonged drought of January 
and early Felmiary gave tbe crop a serious cheek j ' but it recovered under tbe heavy anti . 
general rain in tbc latter part of Febniary, except in tbo rast Paujab where a cousiderablo 
portion of tbc crop was cut for fodder. , 

In tiic Nortli-MVcst Frontier Province Ibcfccaeon was on the whole a favom-ablo one. 

In tbc United Provinces moistoro was iusafiicicni for sowing, especially in the important 
linseed growing tracts in Bnndelkliand. Tbo absence of early winter rains veiy injuriously 
atTccted both liiiSoed and rapeseed crops. In the ’eastern and submontane distflets, however, 
-where these crops are extensively grown, natural moisture W'as' Mifiioicnt, and the .j^dd was 
fair. 

' In Bengal tbo crop suffered to some extent from want of moistnre at the time of sowing, 
and more severely from untimely' rain in ‘January and February. 

- In liabtciii Bengal the season was not ou tbe yrholo favourable. Tbe crops suffcredl from 
ill-distribuled raimair and also from insects in places. , . / '' ■ i 

In Assam also the season was on tbo w'hole uufavoumlile. •> ' 

In'tho Central Provinces and Borar, tbo sowing season was not unfavourable for tbo early 
crop; but tbe curly cessation of tbe monsoon jains affected tbc area undcT the late crop. 
Germination was generally satisfactory. The crop wii**, bmvover, sbiiously damaged by frost, 

' hailstorms, and absence of seasonable, winter rain, ' <■ ^ '' ’ 

, In Bombay defioiency of .late, raiiis mterferod with tbo wving of linseed) and a very i 
'restricted area ^vas placed under, the crop.’ The crop iiattored from .wrantof raoisltirc ' and

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In 6he Panjab opportune rains in ibe autumn were succeeded by satisfactory winter falls ; 
but in the spring the conditions became abnormal, and c:ice&sive rains continuing through 

Februaiy, March and April damaged the uuin-ieated crop. , 

In the North-TTest Frontier Province, the winter rains were oopious and gcnerah The 
heavy and well distributed rains from January to Alarch were also beneficial. 

In the United Provinces moisture for sowing was insufficient in the eastern sub-montane 
districts where rapeseed is largely grown. The winter rains were late, and when they arrived 
in Epbruary they did some good j but continned wot and cloudy weathei in February and 
March produced fungoid disease. The injury was, however, not very great, and in Buudel- 
khand where linseed is chiefly grown, the crop escaped injury and the yield was good. 

In Bengal the season on the whole was not very favourable, pirtieularly for linseed, whioh 
suffered in Lower Bengal from excessive rain at the time of sowing, from absence of rain in 
Bihar at the period of early growth, and from rain ami hailstorms in places towards the 
harvesting time. 

In Eastern Bengal the season on the whole was not unfavourable. 

In Assam the crop was reported to be generally fair. ■ - 

In the Central Provinces and Borar sowings and germination were generally successful 
throughout the provinces. The crop, however, suffered through prolonged cloudy weather, 
frost, rust, rains, and hail. 

In Bombay sowings of linseed began under favourable weather conditions, but the crop 
suffered tbrougb want of moisture in the Deccan except in East JKhandesh and Satara. In 
the Karnatak the crop was reported to be fair except in paits of Bijapnv and Dbarwar where 
the December rain proved injurious. As regards rapeseed, whiob is confined to Gnjarat and 
Sind, the season on the whole was favourable, though the crop in Sind was damaged by rain 
and hail in places. 

In Hyderabad the crop was roported to be good. 


Sesammi (til or Jinjili) 

In the Pan jab the spring was very dry and the summer rains late, but they wcic heavy at 
the end of July, stimulating sowing. The yield was very good. 

In the United Provinces sowing was somewhat delayed by the late commencement of the 
monsoon, but light rain in July proved very favourable. Heavy rains in Anijust did some 
injury, but the crop on the whole remained in good condition. 

In the Central Provinces conditions were favourable except in tracts where excessive rain 
damaged the crop. 

In Berar unfavomable rain and the rotation of crops caused a decrease in the area sown. 
The crop promised well, but e.vccssive rain at the close of the monsoon affected the yield 
seriously. 

In Bombay there was timely rain, and extended sowings wer^ made in the Deccan and 
Earnatak; prospects were affected by heavy rain late in the season, but the yield was better 
than in the preceding year. In Sind the harvest was bad. 

In Madras, owing to exceptionally favourable rainfall in February and March, extensive 
sowings were made and a fair yield was expected, but drought iu some places, and exceptionally 
heavyirain in others, injmed the growing crop. 


In the Panjab, though the season had very different effects in different dislriots, there was 
a general increase in the area sown; hut fhe yield was small. 

In the United and Central Provinces the weather was suitable for sowings, and the crops 
p'omised well at first, but excessive rain in the autumn caused injury, though less in the United 
than in the Central Provinces. 

In Berar the early sowings were impeded by deficient, and the latter sowings by excessive, 
rainfall; and excess of rain in September injured proqiects. 

In Bombay there was a considerable deorease in the area sown, owiug to untimely rain 
and an extension of cotton cultivation. Bain was excessive in September, and the yield was 
not good. In Sind, owing to the want of rain and the exrly subsidence of the river, the yield 
was not proportionate to ibe extended area sown. 

Heavy rain also interfered with sowing in the northern and north-eastern parts of Madras, 
but elsewhere in this province the season was &vourable. The late crop was well up to the 
average in the central districts, hut in the sOuthom districts the absence of rain in January and 
February restriicted the aVea. ' In no part of the province wns the crop good. 

In Hyderabad the crop w'as damaged by excessive rain during the harvesting season.

In the Panjab suitable rains and previous high prices favomed extended sowings, but the 
premature cessation of the early rains aombined with an excess in the later rains to reduce the yield. 

In the United^ and Central Provinces the season began well, but injmy was afterwards^ ' - 
done by excessive^ rains, espeeially in the Central Provinces, where they not only damaged^ the 
crop in flower but also seriously impeded harvCiting operoiions. ' In the United Brovinoes',iho 

loss occasioned by the raiM was considerable. ' ’ 

' Ferar an extenmon of jawar sowings and the low prices obtained for sesamumin the 

to reduce the area sown. Bain did mnoh damage to the crop in flower 

ana the yield was generally poor. ® ^ 
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In Bombay tbe early sowings were injured by rain, but the increased area sown later mote 
than counterbalanced the ]o«s. The yield was deficient owing mainly to scimtiy rain after 
sowing and to excessive rain Avhen tbo crop was in flower. In Sind with favonrablc rain anil 
extensive inundation the yield was fairly good. 

In Madras heavy rains interfered with sowings of the early cropj osjiecially in the Carnatic. 
The early cessation of the nortb>east monsoon rainfall zestrioted the area sown with the late 
crop, especially in the Carnatic and the sonthern districts. Owing to the continuance of 
unfavourable conditions the yield was very poor. 


, In tbe Panjab tbe rainfall was unfavourable, and tbe crop on the whole was poor. 

In the United Provinces the rains were timely and favonrjible for sonung, but they ceased 
in July, were moderate in August, and scanty in September and October. The crop did 
not develope fully, while insects and strong winds in some places did further damage. The 
yield, did not come up to the expectations formed of it. 

In the Central Provinces the season was generally favonrable for sowing, and rainfall was 
well distributed to tbe end of August. This encouraged more extended sowings than nsuul, 
but the season became adverse later by reason of deficient rain and the abnormal boat which 
prevailed to the end of November. 

In Berar there was satisfactory r.ain at the time of sowing, but a long period of drought 
followed, and the yield was bad. 

' In Bombay a large urea was sown, the rainfall being seasonable, but the crops, both early 
.and late, suffered from want of moisture. In Sind scanty rain and a low inundation curtailed 
the area, and tbe young crop suffered from want of raoistm’e. 

_ In Madras the early crop covered an area greater than the average owing to the fiivonrablc 
' clui'acter of the early rain, and the late crop an area smaller than the average, on account of tbe 
excessive sowing of the early crop. Rain was too heavy in some places, while it was deficient 
in'others, and tb^e yield from both crops was bad. 


Everywhere except in Madras and Bombay an extended breadth of land was sown, but the 
early withdrawal of the monsoon after the middle of Angnst proved ns unfortunate for sesamum 
as for other crops. 

.In tbe Panjab the ciop was very poor. 

In the United Provinces the prospect of a fair season disappeared with tbe withdrawal of 
the monsoon in August, and the crop was greatly injured, especially iu unirrigated lands. 

In the Central Provinces the area sown was large, but the crop generally fared bad 
except in Nagpur : and the yield was more or less poor, though mnob larger than the average 
owing to the increasing favour with which the cultivators re^rded the crop. 

In Berar also a largo area was placed under tbe crop owing to the promise at sowing time 
of a good season, but tbe drought which supervened injured tbe ciop greatly. 

f In Bombay, with the exception of Ghijarat and Sind, the early withdrawal of the monsoon 
seriously injured tbe crop. In Gujarat the season was favourable and this oilseed took tbe 
place of dam>iged cotton. In Sind the inundation was good. , 

In Madras the sowings of the early crop were greatly contracted owing to the want of 
seasonable rainfall, while those of the late crop weie extended-through timelyxain. Theformer 
crop suffered severely from drouglit, and the result was a poor yield. 'I he latter did not 
suffer as much. 


The late .arrival of the south-west mon.soon and the desire of the people to place greater 
bieadths of land under food-crops accounted for a contraotion of the area sown in most 
provinces. 

The yield varied greatly from about an average crop iu Bombay, tbe United Provinces, 
end the Panjah], to greatly below tbe average in Madras, Sind, and Hyderabad. 

In tbe Central Provinces and Berar the conditions were exceptionally favourable j the area"- 
sowu was more ,tlian ordinarily large, and the yield, was estimated at about double the average. 
These large yields so far balanced the less favourable results in other pronnees that the aggre- 
gate yield for all the reporting provinces was well in excess of the average. , . 


In the Pan jab tbe area sown W'as iMittlc larger 'than the average, but tbe cessation of the 
rain wbon the crop was lipening was followed by a poor yield. 

> In the United (Provinces the area sown was reacted, and excessive rain tWards the 
latter part of tbe reason deteriorated"p.*bspcctSr ‘ ^ ‘ , 

* In the Central Provinces tbe season was unfevourfcble, owing iio the- uneven distribution 
' of the raiMall. The early sown crop suffered from excessive rain, and from the sudden with- 
drawal of (the monsoon which left insufficient moisture in the soil and interfered with thb ‘ 
development of the plants. The germination of the late sown crop was very defective, owing ’ 

, chiefly to excessive rain at sowing time. .. ' ' - 

V , InlBerar sowings were made under favournhlo seasonal condition.^, and, though the crop 
vras injured by, the failure of the late rains, the yield was lai’ge. ^ 

In Bombay the-inorease in the atca sown iutpaits of Gujarat and north'Deocari, due to 
favourable rains at sovdng time, did not suffice, to ^counter balance tUe large decreases elsewhere, 
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which were attributed to insufficient rain in the southern Deccan and Karndtak and to a low 
inundation in Sind. The season was generally fiavonrable and the 3 ’ield was large. 

In Jladias the season was hivonrablc for the late crop, and it grew in good condition on 
an extended area. But the area under the earlj' crop, which occupies about three times tlie 
iirea sown with the late crop, yielded a poor crop. 


In the Panjab the season opened very well, but became more unfavovuable as the months 
passed, and the yield was small. 

In the United Provinces the escessive rainfall in the beginning of the season gave rise to 
apprehensions regarding the prospects of the crop, and later the crop was damagS by con- 
tinued drought in the Meerut, Agra, and Rohilkhand divbions, where, however, tit is not 
extensively sown. In the tracts in which the cultivation of fit is important the moderate rain- 
fall of August and September proved very beneficial and the 3 ’ield there was good. 

In Bengal on the whole the season was.go.’d encugh, though the rains were irregular, 
excessive in some places, and insufficient in others ; and the yield w’ns larger than the average. 

In the Central Provinces the season favotwed sowing operations, but it did not continue 
favoui able, .and the abnormal heat of November did much injury. The early crop was fairly 
successful, but the cold weather tit in many places began to wither when on the point of ' 
maturity. 

In Berar the crops withered under the drought and the excessive heat whicli followed. 

In Bombay the early rains were scanty and the later rains failed entirely. Owing to the 
extremely unfavourable nature of the season the crop withered away in many places, and where 
it sui vived gave the poorest yield. 

In Madras the area sown was restricted, the south-west monsoon being unfavourable in 
most places, and the yield was not good. 

In Hyderabad the rains failed, and the crop mthered under the dronght which followed 
some good ram in September. '' 


In the Panjab tbe area sown was much below the average, heavy floods in some districts 
restricting sowings. 

In the United Provinces the monsoon began late and was generally scanty and unevenly 
distributed until tbo third week of August. Then and in September, e.vcellent min fell, and 
its distribution was all that conld bo desired, especially, in Hundelkhand, which ordinarily 
contains four-fifths of (he whole area under sesamum. iSxoepl for heavy falls in Benares and 
Gorakhpur in the second w'eok of October, tho weather during that month and November was 
clear and seasonable. 

In Bengal the monsoon rainfall was capricious and irregular, and, on the whole, the season 
woo not favourable for oilseeds, which suffered from an excess of rain in many tracts, whfle in 
others they suifered from dronght. 

In tbe Central Provinces the conditions at tho lime of sowing, both of tho .early and late 
varieties, were gcneially favourable and a large area was sown. Sesamum is a cheap crop to 
eow, and it resists drought belter than most ciops. The difficulty of obtaining the relatively 
expensivs seed of wheat and other spring crops sti tnulatcd its cultivation. Tho early crop 
suffered somewhat from the heavy rain at the close of August and during September. Tho 
germination of tbe late sown crop, which is more extensively gi own in the south of tbe provinces, 
also was irregular, heavy rain just after sowing having washed away part of the seed. 
Dronght daring October and November, abnormal licat, and insects, following on cloudy 
weather, also injured the crop. In cousequonco the yield was smaller than the normal. 

Ill Berar the rains at sowing time and the monsion rains were favourable j there was no 
prolonged break, and tbe crop developed well under congenial climatic conditions. 

In Bombay tho conditions were good in Kathiawar at tho time of sowing, and double the 
a\ei age area was sown, the increase there and in Gujarat more than making up for the con* 
traction in oth jr parts of the Presidynoy caused by the preference of cultivators for tbe cnltivMtion 
of food-grains. 

In Madras the conditions were not good, and though a large area was sown the crop was 
defiedent. 

In Il 3 *dei’abad a few seasonable showers in January, which were badly needed, improved * 
prospects. 


In the Panjab and the North-TTcst Frontier Province the rainfall at sowing time was. 
unevenly distributed, being excessive in some districts and insufficient in others. The 5 ’ield was 
below the average owing chfefty the early cessation or the monsoon rains. 

In the United Provinces ram commenced late, abonb the 10th of July j the weather in 
Augu^ was favonxable and the ralnlall above the normal in most districts’} a break ensnod 
early in Se^ptember j but at the end of the' month heavy rain was received in the greater part 
c Th^, rainfall of October was deficient. November was practically rainless. ^ 

aowin gs wp re late, thd drought iu September retarded growth, aiul deficient min' in October 
caused further minry. ^ ' " ' . ' 

In Bei^al t^re^was no min in December and January, and the ^vinter., crop suffered 
severely mjBonse^^ce. A'very Astriclcd area was sown owing to drought at sowing time. , 
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In the Central Provinces the rainfall was veity unfavourable. The early sown variety 
eufferod, c^coially in the norths from ejcoessivorain, the orcji being washed out in places, while 
weeding was retarded or altogether prevented* The conditions were still more unfavourable for 
the late sown crop, which is put down at the end of August or during the first week of 
September. Continuous rain at this time interfered 'vith sowing and ranch of the seed flown 
was washed out by heavy showers. Germination was very defective and many fields were 
ploughed up and devoted to other crops. A prolonged break snhsequently occurred during 
whiim the young plants that germinated langnished from want of proper moisture, and some 
injury was also caused by inscots. 

In Berar the monsoon rains were heavier than usual and the crop suffered from excessive 
moisture j duriug July and August the rainfall was almost continuous, and weeding operations 
were rendered impossible. Rats and locusts also attacked and injnred the crop. 

In Bombay the increase in the area sown in parts of Gujarat and Karn^tak, due to favour- 
able rains for sowing, was not sufficient to counterbalance the large decrease elsewhere, resulting 
mainly from the scantiness of sowing rains in. the Presidency proper and to a low inundation in 
Sind. In Gujarat the season was very unfavourable owing to the failure of the late rains, 
while rats and locusts did some injury in places. In the north Deccan, too, the crop suffered 
to some extent from the same causes, while in Sind it was affected by a deficient water-supply. 

In Madras in the Circars, the Deccan districts, and the west coast the sowings were about 
up to the average, but owing to the unfavourable season they wore very deficient elsewhere, 
especially in the Carnatic. 

In Hyderabad the area was above hut the yield below the average, the late rains 
having been unfavourable. 


In tbo Panjnb there was an increase in the area sown owing to seasonable rainfall and the 
low floods in the riverain tracts which facilitated cultivation in lands usually inundated. In 
Perozepore, Montgomery, and Jhang however there was a marked falling-ott owing to dofioient 
moisture at tlie time c£ sowing. The outturn was good in Gujarat, Lahore, aud Ambala. 
Elsen'hcio it was only average or below average owing to a break in the rains of J uly and 
August. I he crop wa^ also attaclccd by insects in places. 

In the North-West Frontier Province the crop was above the average, both as regards area 
and DutiuTU. 

In the United Provinces the rains set in rather late in the first week of July and continued 
till the close of the month. In the first and the last weeks of Angnst rain was fairly general, 
hut in the second and third weeks there was a break over a larger part of the provinces. The 
rainfall of September was almost uniformly excellent. Light but insuffioiont rain was also 
received in October in moat dislriote. November was entirely rainles'^. The season of light rain- 
fall was in general favourable to tbo sesamum crop. 

In Bengal the monsoon rains ceased early and the diwight continued through January 
in Bihar and e<ssb Bengal, while outside tliat area there were seasonable showers in all the 
chief oilseeils-growing distiicts except Murslvidabad. There was general and beneficial rain 
in Febiuary and March, but, on the whole, the season was not favourable. 

Li the Central Provinces the monsoon, though late, was fiivourable both for tho sowing 
and the growth of tho early variety, 'riio late variety was sown under fairly favourable 
conditions and germination was good. But afterwards conditions were less favourable' and 
there was some deterioration. 

. , In Bernr the rains began late and sowings were undertaken later than usnnl, but 

subsequently the season was favourable. Although the rainfall generally was below the 
average, tbo showers were timely, and tho crop was in a thriving condition. Unfortunaielj'' 
when harvest operations commenced at the end of October tho weather again turned wet and 
considerable damage wos done to tho orop. 

In Bombay the monsoon broke much later than usual and did not permit full sowings 
of the early crop. ^ For the late crop, however, tlio season was favottniblo and extensive sowings 
made up the deficit under the catlj' crop. Though the ciop suffered at first a little by a 
prolonged brciik in the middle of tho season and later on the reaped and ripe crop was s6mo- 
what rlamngccl by excessive rain, the season on the whole was fovourable. Tho area and 
outturn wore botJi deficient in Sind. > ' 

In Madras owing to seasonablo rainfall an extended area nns sown, and tho condition of 
the orop was generally fair. ' , , i 

^ " In Uydorahad the crop was unfavourably affected in places, Jbut novci-thcloss tbo total yield 
was the largest recorded in the territory. < ‘ ' 


In Bombay owing to favornnhlc sowing rains attoxtondcaavea was placed under sosamum, 
especiaUy in tho Gujarat States. Though the crop suffered in parts of GujaT.it fiom locuste, in * 
the cast Deccan from doficicney of moisture, in the Karnfitak and Konkan from exccBsivo rain, 
and in Sind from Wight and msoclt, the’ season on the whole was fairly rntirfactor^'. ; 

' In Madras live rainfall at > sowing time was scaeonable, and tho .condmon of the orop 
‘ generally fair. , „ > ^ ^ ^ ' ' ' ' ^ 

In tbo Central Provinces the rainfall ‘'dnriug Augnsi and Seplomhcr Svan 'taeepUonally 
heavy '-and contiimoiis, 'Ibis interfered with tveoiiog operatioua, and^ilK* growth "of Hhc' 
early sown prop, besides impeding the - sowings and get'minntroh ' k tho ‘iate,'v.nriefcy. ''‘Heavy 
.. showers m October eonsidcmbly* damaged the yotoig plants, bomo fields being ploughed 
up, and materially del eriorated the prospeete of tbo orop. ’ > ' ’i

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In Berax the damage caused by heavy rain was greater than in the Central Provinces. 

In Bengal the season was on the whole favonrahlej thongh the crop was injurionsly affected 
by the hea'^ rain of October in some districts. and by the want of tain in November and 
December in some others. 

In the United Provinces the crop at first suffered somewhat from the heavy rain of August 
and September, but the damage caused by the excessive rain of October and the strong winds 

that accompanied it was great. . ,,,, 

In the Panjab damage was reported from floods and late tains, bnt fortunately the ci op 
in the important districts was not much affected. 

In ifyderabad the crop suffered to a considerable extent owing to heavy rains, although an 
extended area had been brought under onliavation. 


In Bomb-iy the aiea sown was much below tliat of the preceding year owing to deficiency 
of min in the Piesidenoy proper nnd low inundation in Sind. The early crop suffered through 
the prolonged break after sowing, but a poition was saved by the lato September rains which 
also induced sowings of the late crop. This started well, but suffered equally with the early 
crop owing to the absence of subsequent rains. 

In Madras also a lestricted area was sown owing to want of timely and sufficient rainfall. 
Tlie conation of the crop was, however, generally fair. 

In the Central Prorinces and Berar the season was nnfavonrable. The sowing of the 
early crop u'as delayed in some districts owing to the lateness of the monsoon. Snbseqnently 
heavy and continuouo rain and then a long break checked the growth of the plants and 
interfered with late sowings. The ciop was detrimentally affected by the droughty conditions 
tlmt prevailed and the damage caused by loeusts. 

In Bengal the season was not uiifavonrahle at the beginning, but the oiup was afterwards 
damaged bj' hail, frost, and excessive lain. 

In the United Provinces sowings were delayed and rcsti'icted owing to excessive rain. 
The crop snffered from excess ol rain at the beginning and fiom drought at the end of the 
season. * ^ 

In the Panjab also sowings contracted on account of the late arrival of the monsoon in 
most districts and its failure in the Central Panjab. Thi* crop suffered from want of snlfiolent 
moisture and the jield was niipatisfaotory in all bnt throe districts. 

In Hj derabad the season was unfavourable ow’ing to insufficient rainffill in the early 
months of the monsoon, coupled with ffiiluro of the late rains. 


In Bombay the season was on the whole fairly satisfactory in Gujarat and Khandesh, 
tliongh the crop suffered to a certain extent through deficiency of late rains ; elsewhere in the 
Prosidenoy proper, the failure of September rains entirely dosfooycd the crop in many places. 
In Sind the inundation was favourable and the crop yielded fiiirly well. 

In .Madras the rainfall at sowing time was seasonable, and the condition of the crop 
was generally fair to good. 

In the Central Provinces and Berar the early crop was sown under favonrable conditions ;

Wliere ro-sown in properly cultivated land after the heavy rain of Septem- 
ber the outhu'n of the late crop was little below normal ; but a largo area was not re-sown. 
In Berar drought damaged the crop. 

In Bengal prospoeS wcie somewhat gloomy ejvrly in the season through want of suffioient 
moistnre j bnt the season became favourable after the general rainfall in December and 
January. 

In Eastern Bengal the season was not on the whole fixvonrablo owing to iH-distribnted ^ 
rainfall. 

In the United Provinces deficient rainfall in the latter half of J uly somewhat restricted 
the sowings. The rainfall in August and September was on the whole li^ht and October 
was entirely rainless. The injury from drought proved greater than was anticipated. 

In the Panjab the season was on the whole unfavourable for sowings owing to deficient 
rainfaU in Judy; and two months' drought resulted in a general failure of the unirrigated 
crop in the Delhi division, and in poor or moderate outturns in other tracts. The rainfall of 
September, although beneficial, came too late. The crop also suffered from floods in riverain 
tracts.. V t *■ 

^ Hyderabad rainfall was insnfiicient at the time of sowing, and the crop was affected by 
unfavourable weather conditioiis.

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In ‘Madras a roslridtcd aioa was sown due partly to want of seasonable rainfall and partly OII 18 EEDS 
to the cultivation of groundnut on lands previously cultivated with sesamum. The crop was 
reported to he generally foir to good. 

I . In the Central Provinces and Berar conditions at sowing time varied much in different 
districts, being gonernlly favourable north of the Nerbudda and in Chhattisgorh and Berar, 
but too wet olsowlierc. Continuous heavy i-ain later on damaged the plants and stunted the 
growth of 'the young seedlings in many districts ; hut timely bEeabs in August and September 
pave an opportunity both for weeding and for sowing the lato variety of the crop, and 
improved the prospects a great deal. And although considemhle damage was done to the 
voung plants by heavy rain in October, conditions wore favourable over half the Central 
Provinces. In Berar, however, the season was not so favourable. 

In Bengal the seaeon on the whole was not very favourable, as the crop suffered in 
Lower Bengal from excessive rain at the lime of sowing and from absence of rain in Bihar 
at the period of early growth. 

In Eastern Bengal the season began ivell with a gi'eat deal of moisture in the soil, but 
the crop suffered from the long continued drought of the cold weather. 

In the Ifnitcd Provinces weather conditions at sowing time were favourable. The crop 
germiualcd well and w ceding was properly done. In Bnndelkhand where sesamum is mainly 
grown, the season w’as favnuvnble ; elsewhere it was less satisfactory owing to want of rain 
in the eiistern districts aud to excessive rain accompanied by strong caatorly winds in the 
western districts. 

In the Panjab a much restricted area was placed under sesamum owing to deheient rain- 
fall during July and early August. The crop was equally unfoitimato in respect of yield. 

The heavy rains of September being verj' injurious. 

In Ilydorabad rainfall was well distributed and the crop was ropoited to be good.

The rain&ll in the earlier months of the year was almost uniformly unfavourable. In 
Juno there was heavy rain in almost all the important jute-growing districts j in July the rain- 
fall was very irregular but not seriously deficient ; the rainfeill of August was again capiidous, 
and was in considerable defect in some importmit jute-growing districts. There was heavy 
rain early in September, and thereafter the weatlier was fine and hot. On the whole, the weather 
was unfevouraWe up to the close of May, but it was exceptionally favourable afterwards. 


In Bengal the season was abnormal. A prolonged drought ended in the middle of March. 
In April and May the rainfall was excessive, especiaUy in the Dacca and Tippera divisions. In 
Houth-eastom Bengal the weather was, therefore, very unfavourable for sowings, and to a less 
extent this was the case also in north-eastern Bengal. The heavy rain in May also retarded 
weeing. Since then the weather conditions were normal, but the prospects of the crop were 

^In Assm the weather was unfavourable at the beginning of the season, and the adverse 
influences persisted to the end. The crop was injured by excessive rain and flood. 


In Bengal rainfall was deficient at the time of sowing, but later on conditions improved 
owing to the favourable rainfall in August. On the whole the season was generally a 
&vouTable one. ^ ' 

In Assam the season was unfavourable at the beginning owing to dronght in April and 
May, but subsequently weather conditions turned favourable, as was the case in Bengal. 


In Bengal an extended area was placed under the crop. _ In the early part of the season 
excessive rain damaged the crop iu the most important jute-growing disfeicts. In other 
(fistriots the weather was generally favourable, though weeding operations were hindered by > 
heavy rain in places. 

In Assam the season was very unfavourable. Heavy rain in April and May, accompanied. 
in places by floods and hailstorms, greatly diminished the area sown and seriously affected its 
prospect*. 


In Bengal the weather was on the whole moderately favourable, though in some tracts, 
particularly in the BajEhahi Division, weeding operations were seriously impeded by the 
spring and summer rains. Damage by caterpillar was reported from some of the south- 
Gangetic districts, and by floods from certain places in Eastern Bengal ; bnt it was reported 
that the floods affected the.’quality of the crop rather than the outturn. - 

In Assam the season was favourable except in Sylhet. A very higb^flood in the Brahma- 
putra suspended the cutting of jute for some days, but did no material damage to the crop. 


In Bengal there was no rain in April; fortunately, however, the drought oocurred 
before sowings had generally been made. After the drought, the rainfall was generally good 
during May, June, and^ July, though more or less short of the normal. Thisshqrtege, 
however, larilitated' weeding and thinning operations. In August there was very good ^rain j 
but in some districts the fall was exceptionally heavy, and considerable damage was done by i 
, floods'. ^ , 

Xn Eastem‘Bengal and Assam, at the end of April and the beginning of May a consider* 
able po^on of the early sowings was damaged and Into sowings were retarded by want of 
rsdn.

In Bengal fclio seneoti was unfavourable at sowing time owing to deficient rain in autumn 
and spring j conditions improved later with favoumble vain, but e^ccesslve rain and cloudy 
weather duiing manufacture again operated injuriously. In Bihar the weather was favourable 
throughout, although in some parts very heavy lain and floods caused injuty. 

' In the United Provinces the autumn rains wore late, heavy, and continuous, and the 
plants suffered to some extent ; but the yield of dye was mnoh better than in the preceding 
year. 

In the Panjah aprotraetod drought in the early summer retarded sowings, and the ntea 
eown was very much n'diiocd. 

In Madras the crop was on the whole good, and it would have been very good tlironghoub 
but for the unfavourable obaraotor of the season in December. 


In Bengal the rainfall was favourable at sowing time, and a large area was sown, but 
heavy and incessant rain and floods caused great injury. 

In the Umted Provinces a favourable season and a rise in tbo price of indigo at Calcutta 
led to an increase in the area sown : the seed germinated freely, and the early commencement 
of the rains greatly bonelited the crop. 

The rainfall was favourable in the Panjab, and tbo stale of the canals generally satisfac- 
tory, the result being a large area sown and a good yield. 

In Madras larger sowings were made owing mainly to timely rains. 


In Bengal the season was on tbo whole somewhat late, but the weather ^ was generally 
hiYonrable. In Bihar the early part of the season was partionlarly good, but it was followed 
by a long period of drought which injured tbo produce in most districts in the early part of the 
manufecturing eeason. 

In the United Provinces although the seed germinated well and timely rain benefited 
the crop, it suffered, from deficient rain in the second-half of July and from heavy and conti- 
nuous rain in August j btit the average couditiou was not muoh below that of the preceding 
year. 

In the Panjab the area sown was increased, and the crop was good. 

In Madras the large area sown and the fair yield scoured in the preceding year led to a 
further increase in cultivation j tho yield was generally fair. 


In western Bengal the rainfall on tbo whole was dcilcionl and untimely j in northern and 
eastern Bengal and in Bihar it was favourable in most places. 

In tbo United Provinces the crop suffered at first from want of rain in most districts, and 
then improved with moderate and favourable raiufall, except in the Upper Doab where it 
Buffered from floods. On the whole, however, the condition of tho crop was better than in 
the preceding year. 

In the Panjah tho crop was fair. 

In Madras the saison was favourable in Kistna and North Arcot whore a largo area was 
placed, under indigo, but dsewhere Bowings were roBtrioted owing to tho insufilcient rain of the 
south-west monsoon. Tho yield generally was fair. 


In Bengal, owing to tho early cessation of the monsoon of 1805 and the scanty showers 
in tho spring of 189U, moisture was generally deficient at sowing, tho deficiency coutinuing in 
most districts with the result that tho yield was below the average. In Bihar 'the first 
cuttings were generally poor, hut the dry weather gave an extremely and unusually good 
second cutting which in many places in north Bihar more than compeneated for the deficient 
first crop, w 

In tho United Trovinces germination was satisfactory and prospects very favourable until 
July, hut the late rains wOro scanty and unevenly distributed. Tho. crop suffered in 
conEcq[nence. ' 

In tho Punjab the rainfall was scanty, hut the condition of tho youug crop was generally 
fair. Later iu the eeason tho continued doficienty of ralu was felt severely, rind the crop on

The crop started well, but a 
laige proportion was lost through insuffioient irrigation and injury by iiueots, and further 
serious injury was done by continuous heavy rain, especially in the. Benares division. 

In Madras and the Panjab also the season was on the whole unfavourable, hut the icon- 
tiaction in the area sown was stated to be partly due to the low prices of 1897. 


In 'Bengal the season in the beginning was not unfavourable, but the excessive rain which 
fell in June, July, and August was most injniious, and the crop was also injured in many 
districts by the floods which followed the excessive lain. 

In the United Provinces the crop eontinned in good condition imtil the end of June, -bat 
excessive lain fell in July and seriously injured the plant everywhere, especially in the 
eastern districts. The rains then fell away and drought, particularly in the Agra and Meeiut 
divisions, added to the injury done by heavy rain. 

In the Panjab the crop suffered from the absence of lain and the stoppage of canal 
irrigation in Multan and Dera Ghazi Elian. In some unirrigated tracts it failed entirely. 

In Madras also the season was generally unfavourable and the yield deficient. 


In Bengal sowings and the early growth of the crop were retarded by the scanty rain ot 
April and May. Pairly good rain in June and July was followed by an intermption in August, 
bnt prospects were improved in Bihar by abundant rain in Septcmbei’, which, however, was, 
accompanied by floods and consequent injury to the crop in Lower Bengal. In October 
sufficient rain fell, and the season generally wns much better than that of 1899. The area, 
howevei, was lestricted, owing to the substitution of other crops for indigo in north Bihar 
under the discouragement of the comparatively low level of prices during the preceding three, 
seasons. The yield on the whole was good in the districts of north Bihar, but very poor ia 
Lower Bengal where, however, the cultivation of indigo was greatly restricted. 

In the United Provinces, unlike Bengal, the area sown increased, the increase being 
ascribed to the temporarily improved prices in tho previous season. It may he that that 
improvement was an inducement to native gtovreiB of indigo, while it did not remove the 
discouragement to European planters. In the early months of the season prospects weav 
good, but heavy rain in the Doab towards the end of the season reduced the yield. 

In the Panjah the rains were late at sowing time, but the crop did well later when the 
lain came down abundantly. 

In Madias the high prices offood-grains induced cnltivatom to, restrict their sowings of 
indigo.

steadily diminisbing in past'years. 

In tbe United Provinces the decline iu the cultivation of indigo caused by the fall in prices 
was very rapid and pronounced.

Tbo dry 
weather during August was, however, favourable and tbo produce of dyo was reported to have 
been satisfactory.

The crop was reported to be 
generally good. 


In Bengal tbe season opened unFuvo.irably, tbe^ niinfall being very insnlTicicnt, but late 
good rain was received, and tbencoforw.ard tbo conditio is were favourable. 

In tbe United Provinces tbo monsooti was unusually Into in arriving, and general rain 
was not rcoelved till tbo cud of tbe third week of July. Injuiy from drought was tboreforc 
reported froTu somo places ; but tbo rains, when they did come, wore good, and the damage 
was much less than had boon anticipated.

In Bengal the season was geneinliy favourable to the crop at the beginning, but excessive 
rain in some parts, in August, September, and October, adversely affected prospects, while in 
a few places the crop was injured by the absence of seasonable rainfall and by insects. 

In the United Provinces the season was favourable until the autumn rains set in ; but 
the excessive rainfall of June and July seriously injured it, and further injury was caused by the 
scanty rajnfJl of the succeeding months. S%ht injury from insects was also reported from 

the Panjab the unfavourable weather conditions affected even the crop grown on 
irrigated lands, and cane grown on nnirrigated land was practically a failure. The crop was 
stunted in gro^h and delicient in juice, while owing to the great scarcity of fodder, the bane 
was used entirely or very largely in many districts as cattle-food. 

In Madras the weather in many places was unfavourable, and some of the cinp suffered 
from want of water, especially in the Circars. 


In Bengal the rainfall to the end of July was generally in defect j in August it was 
badly distributed and more or less deficient; in September it was copious and general; there 
was very little in October, and in November and Deeember practically none. On the whole, 
the monsoon conditions were not very favourable to the crop, which also, in a tew districts, 
suffered to some extent from insect pests. 

In the United Provinces the rains of Pebruai^ and March favoured sowings, and 'the crop 
germinated freely. Hot winds and afterwards insufficient rain in June and July retarded 
growth ; but the crop was generally very healthy and promi^g. The rainfall was moderate 
in August, but unusually heavy in September, and accompanied by high east winds. Eloods 
also caused some local injury on low lands. On the whole, the automn rains greatly benefited 
the crop. November was rainless, but December and January were exceptionally wot; and 
cane-pressing was delayed in places by excessive rain. 

In the Panjab the area under eane was slightly reduced, owing t» dry weather at sowing 
time in April and May and to the fact that prices of food-grains were so high that it was 
more profitable to grow them than sugar on some lands. In Hoshiarpur, one of the chief 
cane-producing districts in the province, another reason assigned for the decline was the 
supersession of indigenous by imported sugar. In Sialkot it was said that a great number of 
cultivators emigrated with their cattle to other places owing to the dearness of food and scarcity 
of fodder in the previous year, and as most of the cane crop was used as fodder in the preceding 
j’ear, the supply of seed was small and the price high. Although there was, on the whole, a 
decline in the area under cultivation, both irrigated and nnirrigated, the season was far more 
favomable than the previous year. 

In ^ladras early rains and an adequate supply in tanks led to increased sowings. The 
condition and yield of the crop were generally rair. 


In Bengal, on the whole, the season was not unfavourable, but rain was very scanty in 
Eebmary, March, and April, and the crop suffered from locusts and insects in a few districts. 
In December and January again there was a complete absence of rain. The area sown was 
below the normal owing to tbe unfavourable obaracter of tbe early part of the'season. 

In tbe United Provinces the rains of January and February 1901 were ample and germi- 
nation was good, and the supply of water in the hot months was generally sufficient except 
in a few districts. Injury to the crop in several districts resulted from various causes — 
hot winds, insects, and the late arrival of the monsoon ; but it was serious only in the 
Rohilkband division and in parts of tbe Meerut diyision where the crep was attacked by 
grasshoppers. The autumn rain in July, though below the normal, was well distributed, and 
the rain in August was favourable and prospects improved materially, though tbe injniy caused 
in the tiacts mentioned could not altogether he made good. The season later ou was too dry 
to give a full yield of juice, in the two important cane-growing divisions of .Meerut and 
Rohilkband the crop was unpromising from the beginning owing to the injury caused by 
grasshoppers, aud the drought of September and October further affected growth. In the other 
divisions the yield was somewhat better. 

ilntbe Panjahtbe area'undoriSHgarcane increased'in irrigated tracts, but elsewhere there 
was a contraction 'dneto. scanty rain in- March and April. The crop suffered from insects, 
locusts, and rats, and scrioufily from'&onght in September and October and the severe frost 
tnat followed. The xewlt was so ha^ that in parte of Gnjranwala the juice Was not extracted 
and the cano .was given as fodder to the -^cattle.' The crop on the whole was below the 
OTcrage. and, compared with the area, the - estimated yield was ffisproportionatoly small. 
^ fOT the decline was the supersession of indigenous by foreign sugar. 

. Province the crop was on the" whole above the ^average, 
railme of the ram at the time of iW maturing caused some-decrease in tlie yield, the’ 

® ’Was more than compensated Iiy-the increased area sown. - - *■ - * ’ 
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In Madras, on tho whole, a full normal area was planted. Hainfall was dodoient in some SUG-ABOAMB 
places j but tlio yield was on the whole fair, though in the Ciicars the crop was far from good, 
and in the Godavari delta disease caused material loss. 


In Bengal the season was not generally unfiavourahle, though excessive rain at the time 
o£ planting caused some contnaotion of area, and damaged the young plants in parts of north 
and cast Bcng<al ; while a few districts in Bihar, on the other hand, srScred from drought. 

In the United Provinces the rains at sowing time — that is, February and March' — ^were 
I very deficient. Germination was, however, good except in the eastern districts, where later on 
drought and whitc->anls did further damage. The autumn rains in July were fairly continuous, 
well distributed, and generally above the normal. In the first and last wcelcs of August rain 
was fairly general, but in the sccoud and third wcehs there was a break over the greater 
part of the provinces, and in places some injury from drought resulted. The rainfall in 
' September was almost uniformly cxcollcnt. Light rain was also received in October in most 
diCTiiots, while November and December wore entirely rainless and were followed by severe 
frost, which damaged the crop more or loss in the western half of the provinces just when 
presaug had begun. 

.In the Punjab Ihore was a decrease in the area sown in all districts except Jalandhar and 
Korndl owing to thd absence of rain and deficient supply in the canals in February and 
„ March. The monsoon rainfall of August and September was satisfactory, but the subsequent 
failure of tho winter rain'* and tho severe December frost deteriorated the condition of the 
. standing orop, and in parts of Lahore, Sialbot, and Amritsar it was nsed ns fodder. The yield, 

, on tho whole, was consequently below average. 

< Li the North-West Frontier Province Sio season was favourable for the sugarcane crop, 
and tho inadequate rainfall bad very little effeet on this crop as it is grown exclusively on 
irrigated lands, and tho canal irrigation on which tho crop depends was satisfactory. 

In Madras there was a contraction in tho area owing to tho Bhortne^s of water-supplies in 
parts at tho planting season. Tho deoreaoo was general and was particularly noticeable in 
' South Arcot whore it was ascribed to a fall in the prices of jaggery. Tho crop was reported 
to be generally good. 

In Bengal, owing to tho drought that prevailed throughout tho greater part of tho province 1903-04 
in tho early part of tho season, the .area contracted slightly. Tho cane-growing and harv'csting 
sfensons feom Juno to December were, however, fiivourablo and gave much better results than 
had been anticipated at first. 

In the United Proviucos tho rains at sowing time— that is, February and March — were* 
very deficient as was the case in tho preceding year. Tho crop, however, germinated well and 
tho Supiily of water for irrigation was generally sufficient. Injury from hot winds and the 
very late arrival of tho monsoon was reported from a number of districts } but tho damage done 
was Serious only in tho BohilKliantf and Benares divisions. Tho r.fiD£a11of August and 
September was very favoumbloj but abnormally heavy and conlinnous rain fell in the* 

‘ first fbrfaiight of Oclohor in most places. November was rainless, while trifling showers . 
fell ht parts of Bohilkband towards the end of Docomhor. Tho piuspecis of tho orop somowliat 
deteriorated iu consequence of tho heavy and continuous October rain, and tho strong winds 
'which accompanied it laid tho cane which flowered in places. The juice was accmfiingly 
reported to bo thin and the outturn of $ur lower than usnal. 

In tho Paujab conditions wero :tevoarahlo for sowing and tho monsoon rains, although 
sotnewhat delayed, wero satisfactory. Bxcc&sirc rain, howover, caused some 'damage to tho 
crop in low-lying lands, more specially in tho riverain tracts of Sialkot and Amritsar. The 
orop also suffered from winter frosts in Amhala. In two tabsils of Gujranwalait was reported 
that about Ihrec-quarters of tho entire crop was couenmed ns fodder, while in another it was 
damiiged by iuBocls. But novortholcss an average yield was harvested. 

Li the North-’tVest Frontier Provinco the season was fiavourahlc throughout except 
. in Peshawar where the matured orop euiTored to o certain extent from tho heavy rains' in , 

January. The canal irrigation on which tho crop depends was slightly deficient in tho Nowshera 
lahsil of that district, where; owing to an aqneduct being washed away, irrigation was inter- 
. rnpted for six weeks. • * . . ' ' ' , ' 

.In IVIndras there was a contraction in the area sown owing partly to heavy rain at sowing 
time, hut chiefly to the -fiiU in tho price of jaggery. Tho condition of the crop was reported to 

' be generally good, - " , -i 

" In Bengal favoorahlo condiljons prevailed at the planting'sensoft"; oxcCssivi^.rain however 190i-05 
' damaged .the crop at tho early stage 01 its growth in munf districts; while 'di^lil^t gouorally' ' ‘ 
provaiied’in 'September and October. Some damage was-aTfi* donoid the ptending'erop by 
j late floods iu East Bengal and in Murshidnbad,' while tho iesfc of the 'pSOviutio continued to 
^.‘suffer from, drought toTho end of tho season. . ' - . ^ 

/ In tho United Provinces tho season was very -favoarablo throughout. The rains in 
. FehruOty and M arch favoured so^ngs and uu extended ataa was sown. ' GowninatjUsi 
. and the supply of water for irrigation sufficient. Thd general rain in Juno was y«ry op^'rtuno 
.and greatly benefited tho crop’, whiclx continu^ he.'iUhy and. promising almost everywhere,’, 
although its fpll. dovolopiticnt was' Eouicwhafc affcctWiiu places by insufficient riun in 
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stigABCAWE September. A snccession of winter storms and cloudy weather ia January, however, delayed 
pressing operations in some places. 

In the Panjab general rain in March was favourable for sowings. The monsoon was late 
and unsatisfoctoiy except in the south-east Panjah, but sugarcane being an irrigated crop did 
not suffer much from the deficiency in the rainfall. Insects appeared in G-njranwala and 
Sialbot and a portion of the crop was fed to cattle. The severe frosts of January- February did 
haim in the North Panjab, bnt most of the crop had been removed before the cold wavbset iUr 
The outturn of gur was satisfactory. 

In the North-West Frontier Province heavy rain in March interfered with sowings ; bnt 

the rest of the season was favourable throughout, except that the intense cold* of Jauuary- 
Fehrunry muoh retarded the cutting and pressing of the cane. 

In Madras a larger area than in the preceding year was placed under the crop owing to 
the early supply of water in the channels and the rise in the price of jaggery. The condition 
of the crop was reported to be generally fair. 


1903-0S In Bengal rainfall was irregular and ill-dislnhutcd, and the cane was damaged in 

places by pests and disease, but, on the vrholc, the season was not unfavourable to tbe 
crop. 

In Eastern Bengal the season was generally unfavourable for sugarcane, the crop suffer- - 
in? from excessive rain at the planting season '.and from nimsually high floods in September 
and October. 

In the United Provinces rains at sowing lime were ample and an oxtcnclcd area was 
lilantcd, except in the' Jlconit and Agra divisions where damage by fiost to tbo seed-canes* 
restricted sowings. The monsoon was late, and some injury from hot winds and inFcols 
was reported ; but the deficiency of noin after the monsoon biolce affected the crop more 
seriously. Prospects fm-thcr deteriorated in consequence of continued drought, , In the 
Meerut, Agra, and Itohilkhand divisions, whore from the beginning prospects were unfavour- 
able, and the monsoon lain very deficient, the plant w'as stunted, and the quality of the 
juice inferior.* In the rest of the province however the season was loss unfavourable. 

In the Panjab also the season was distinctly tin favourable, A fair fall of rain in 
July was followed by a two months’ drought, which checked the development of the crop. 
Heavy rain in Septomhor effected only ft partial improvement. Insect pests were also reported ' 
from places. 

In the North-West Frontier Province the season was ' gcnerallv favouraWe for sowing.' 
The standing cane was in some places slightly damaged by frost in Uie beginning of January,, 
but latterly milder weather prevailed. , 

In Madras an cxtoiidol area tvas* planted pwing partly to seasonable ramCiIl and 
partly to a rise in the price of jaggery. Tito condition of tho crop w.i$ reported to be gener- 
ally fair. * 


1906-07. Ill "Bengal weather condiiions’dnring the sowing season weic, on the vwhole, favourable. .. 

The crop in North Bihar suffered from heavy rain 'and consequent floods in July and August, 
and from drought in September and October. In the rest of tho province the season was 
favourable. 

In Eastern Bengal and Assam tho season, on the at hole, was not unfavourable to the

In tbo United Provinces, the improved jirices of raw sugar in the preceding year and tho 
sufiicicncy of rain in Februaiy and Slarch, when the cane crop was sown, stimulated its 
cultivation. Tho crop germinated freely and irrigation was buffioient. * The monspon rains 
were timely, ample, and heuefidnl to tbo ciop, except in parts of the Benares, Gorakhpur, and* 
Fyzabad Divisions, . where floods in Attgnsi and soantj' r-oin in September and 'October' ' 
damaged tho crop. Grasshoppcty also caused some injury in a few localities"'. On i tho whole, 
hoavever, tho season was very favourable in the greater part of tho piovincc, 

1a tho Pauiah the season was a decidedly favonrablc one, and there wore no complaints 
from insect pests. - - _ ' . ^
